Movie houses using “‘ether- 
izers”’ to bolster grosses— 
NBC bureau is most active 


CHICAGO, March 2. — Top- 
pling grosses in picture houses, 
large and small, have the powers 
that be scrambling to bolster their 
talkie programs with “flesh” en- 
tertainment. 

A growing sentiment for a return 
of flesh is evident in many quar- 
ters and it looks as if things are going 
to work out decidedly to the advantage 
of those acts that can deliver the goods. 

Picture-house people, most of whom 
know little or nothing about stage 
shows, are sort of groping their way. 
Ignorant of what the public wants, they 
are striving with might and main to 
find out. And right now they are, hav- 
ing more luck with performers drafted 
from the radio than with any others. 
In fact, it looks as if radio entertainers 
are due for a widespread vogue. This 
notwithstanding the fact that the stage 
appearances of some radio personalities 
whose main line is talk have been dismal 
flops and have left more or less of a 
sour taste. 

Patrons of theaters thruout the Middle 
West have taken strongly to radio en- 
tertainers who really have entertainment 
t. offer. Bradley Kincaid, East and 
Dumke, Grace Wilson and a score of 
Other acts from Chicago stations have 
made good appearing in person on pic- 
ture-house stages, and as a result scores 
of theaters are falling in line for these 
actors of the air. Most of the theater

North Dakota Senate 
For New Amusement Tax 


BISMARCK, N. D., March 2.—Over- 
riding the majority recommendation of 
its State affairs committee that a bill im- 
posing a tax on amusements be in- 
definitely postponed, the Senate approved 
& minority report recommending passage 
of the measure by a vote of 125 to 22 By its 
action the Senate placed the proposal on 
the calendar for final action. The bill 
proposes a one-cent tax on each 10 cents 
or fraction on the amount paid for ad- 
missions to any show, exhibition, cabaret 
or dance. 

“If the farmer wants to go to the 
show,” Senator Fine said, “he should pay 
the tax. Showgoing is a luxury and 
those who can afford luxuries can pay 
the tax.” Another senator opined the tax 
will reach many persons not paying other 
taxes. 

Opponents of the measure said the bill 
would force another tax on farmers who 
moving picture and stage

WASHINGTON, March 2.—The Inter-

Musie-Radio Heads Planning 
Campaign To Eliminate Graft 


Meet this week to halt orchestra leaders’ “racket” of 
accepting bribes to play so-called “money-tunes” — 
offenders throw blame on union 


NEW YORK, March 2.—From reliable sources comes the re- 
port that a special meeting will be held this Thursday or Friday 
afternoon at the offices of the Music Publishers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation in the Paramount Theater Build‘ng, which will be attended 
by John G. Paine, chairman of the board of directors of the pub- 


lishers’ association; J. C. Rosen- 
thal, general manager of the 
American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers; Merlin 
H. Aylesworth, president of the 
National Broadcasting Company ; 
William Paley, president of the 
Columbia Broadcasting System, 
and a vice-president from two 
other prominent stations. 

Music men, it is reported, have suc- 
ceeded in enlisting the support of the 
big radio officials in a campaign to 
eliminate the so-called graft, which they 
maintain has developed into a racket 
among orchestra leaders. Certain pub- 
lishers have complained to the associa- 
tion that they cannot obtain “plugs” for 
their songs over certain remote control 
stations because the orchestra leaders 
are bribed weekly to pound what are 
known as “money” tunes. 

Most of the graft, the complaining pub- 
lishers hold, is paid to orchestra leaders 
broadcasting from hotels and restaurants, 
where the leaders are permitted to play 
what they like. Squawking publishers 
state that the offending leaders grind out 
practically the same tunes at every air 
session, regardless of their merits, and 
refuse to program any others that don’t 
bring them so much “per plug”. 


Radio officials are reported to have 
been unaware of this new source of 
revenue for leaders using their stations 
and are just as anxious to do away with 
the practice as the publishers. It is said 
that in the future the radio companies 
may remove a wire whenever a leader is 
found using it to collect money from 
publishers. Several prominent leaders 
are to be quizzed about their methods, 
new automobiles and increasing bank- 
rolls, 

Several leaders when quizzed about 
this situation admitted that they had 
neen receiving money, but put the blame 
up to the union. They said that they 
had had the bands’ salaries cut to such 
an extent that they had been compelled 
to distribute their own salaries each week 
among the other members of the band 
in order to hold them together. This 
left the leaders without any pay for their 
work, except what they could get from 
publishers and songwriters. 

These leaders maintained that there 
would be no necessity for taking money 
from publishers if the union would com- 
pel every hotel and restaurant to pay the 
union scale and see that it was paid each 
week, without somebody having to kick 
hack to the owners. 


Paying of professional entertainers to 
“plug” popular songs is an old practice 
in the song game. Publishers started to 
pay vaudeville acts more than 25 years 
ago, and singers and leaders have been 
collecting money ever since, this despite 
the many attempts on the part of various 
publishers to kill the practice. Big idea 
back of the Music Publishers’ Protective 
Association when it was formed years ago 
was the elimination of graft. But it 
never has been stopped. Some veterans 
in the game predict that it never will be 
cut out 100 per cent. Should all the 
members of the publishers’ association 
refrain from paying leaders, it a 100 to 1 
that publishers not belonging to the 
association will tempt leaders with checks 
and yellowbacks for continued “plugs”.

He started at the Belmont, played there 
to good business for six weeks, and this 
marks the end of his second week at 
the Eltinge. Howard Thurston, accord- 
ing to Raboid, held the previous high 
for a magic attraction, this being six 
weeks. Houdini ran here from four to 
five weeks, but followed up with eight 
weeks in Chicago. 

While at the Belmont, Raboid was 
assisted by Ali Ben Ali, specialist in 
cataleptic efforts, but La Follette suc- 
ceeded Ben Ali. The Eltinge run had 
La Follette taking care of the first half 
of the show and Raboid’s mindreading 
the second half. 

Raboid is negotiating for a run of 
eight weeks over the subway circuits, 
which will double the length of his stay 
in the metropolitan area. Then either 
to vaudeville or to take up propositions 
offered by indie operators thruout the 
country. 

During his run here Raboid kept his 
grosses up by resourceful exploitation 
and daily broadcasts; sometimes giving 
his mind-reading spiel over two stations 
in one day.

Factor in History of RKO 


Emerges not only as head of act-buying office but overseer 
of all phases connected with vaudeville—even super 
vises exploiting, billing and photos of acts 


NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—Relating to but not resulting from re- 
cent shifts in responsibilities of executives in RKO’s publicity, ex- 
ploitation and advertising bureaus, Charles J. Freeman emerges 
now as the strongest relative vaudeville factor in the history of the 


major circuit. 
Hiram S. Brown and the execu- 
tive committee, and, undoubtedly, 
as a tribute to his aggressiveness, 
Freeman is not only the head of 
the circuit’s vaudeville booking 
department, but actually the final 
authority on all matters pertain- 


ing even indirectly to vaudeville. 
The only possible exception is the 
changing of house policies affecting stage 
attractions. And even in such matters, 
it is well known that Vice-President 
Joseph Plunket confers with Freeman 
concerning these, being influenced to no 
small extent by his advice. Of late Nate 
Blumberg has been serving as Plunkett's 
direct contact with Freeman, such mat- 
ters being handled thru this channel. 


Freeman's predecessors in the Sixth 
Floor’s highest post, including the tri- 
umvirate’ rule which he directly suc- 
ceeded, “worked in” with allied depart- 
ments and bureaus. They were in a po- 
sition to advise and sometimes pass upon 
certain aspects of the work of the out- 
side departments, but under no circum- 
stances were their dictums regarded as 
the final authority. There was always 
that matter of getting a final o. k. from 
an official of the circuit before action 
Was taken by a circuitous route. 

Freeman is not only in complete charge 
of his own department now, but he has 
under his wing the staging bureau, now 
being formed; Mrs. Beatrice D. Mindlin’s 
bureau governing women's dress on the 
circuit’s stage, and, most important of 
all, the vaudeville wing of the National 
Exploitation Bureau. 

Meetings were held in Brown's office 
several times this week on the matter of 
the staging bureau. James H. Turner, 
assistant to Brown, has been going into 
every phase of this project the last sev- 
eral weeks. Turner has been acting only 
as an administrative contact, with final 
details being left for Freeman tc work 
out after consulting with Brown. By 
Monday the construction of the bureau 
will be effected, it is believed, and there 
is a likelihood that Max Gordon will be 
selected to head it. Gordon, according to 
an inside source, is the only logical man 
aveilable for the job, not only because 
of his extensive experience in this line, 
but due to valuable contacts he has al- 
ready made with the office in his work as 
special intact-show fixer, without salary 

The bureau likely to fall into Gordon's 
hands will not produce, but will concen- 
tratc on the embellishment of the intact 
shows as well as the more important acts 
landed for spot bookings. Shows will be 
given some form of musical continuity 
thru co-operation with Milton Schwarz- 
wald, head of the music department, and 
changes will be made in routines, settings 
and wardrobe to give the shows or in- 
dividual acts a better outlook. For sea- 
sons there has been talk of “embellishing” 
shows with the action on this invariably 
delayed and eventually forgotten. This 
time RKO expects to see the proposition 
to the finish. 

For the first time since RKO became 


Thru gradual concessions made him by President 


exploitation-conscious as regards “flesh” 
the supervision of this important phase 
of the circuit’s activity is in the hands 
of its booking chief. Freeman does not 
merely work in with the exploitation 
bureau, but acts as the actual executive 
over its varied activities. All photos, bill. 
ings and tieups are now being submitted 
to Freeman before being used or acted 
upon. This feature of Freeman's au- 
thority alone rates him as the chief 
vaudeville executive, and not merely as 
chief vaudeville booker. 

With the latest tieup effected with the 
exploitation department, it is now ac- 
tually a fact that acts cannot get an 
o. k. on routes and even odd dates unless 
their photos and billings are approved by 
the exploiteers under Freeman. 

Freeman may put his thumbs down on 
any commercial tieup that he deems 
harmful to the best interests of the cir- 
cuit. Thus far there has been no in- 
stance of his assumption of authority in 
this line. But he has the privilege to do 
so without going out of his way to make 
his authority felt. Freeman is reported 
taking the attitude on the commercial 
tieup end that the exploiteers making a 
specialty of this know the ins and outs 
and, therefore, are entitled to a free rein 
in this line, it being understood, how- 
ever, that he be informed of all activity 
outside of the minor routine work in- 
volved.

HAT’S the difference between a good 
and bad house manager? Here 
are some examples taken from life. 

The choice is yours. A certain Fox man- 
ager detected an unpleasant lisp in a 
film star's voice while playing one of her 
best pictures. Nothing serious enough 
to turn away patronage, but that same 
night he had three Western Electric en- 
gineers down to his house to investigate. 

Another manager picks a scrap 
with at least one act on every split-week 
bill playing his house. Technically he's 
always right . . but anything but a 
diplomat. Every manager on the circuit 
has the same problems . . few have 
more than one scrap a year. They're 
diplomats as house managers 
should be above everything else - 
But here's a stickler: a certain major 
circuit manager piles them up to the 
roof when he plays a draw show. . . 
clogs up every aisle has them 
standing on the stairs leading to the 
balcony . and kids the fireman 
assigned to the house out of taking any 
action by gab and ducats. Is he a good 
manager? The answer might be: “Yes, 
until something happens fire, 
panic, scare headlines.” The most dis- 
puted question in the world . . . good 
and bad house managers. 


HEY have been doing a lot of talking 
lately about club work being a form 
of relief for unemployed performers. 

One who signs herself “A Poor Girl”, and 
whose resort to anonymity is excusable, 
contributes some thoughts on the mat- 
ter which, as she states, “if read by the 
poor performer will do some good.” We 
reproduce below as much of her letter 
as is permissible. But enough to serve 
the purpose for which it is intended. 

“This 3 . refers to so-called night 
clubs. An agent sends you to one, and 
after knowing exactly what you can do 
sends you at 6 p.m. to the club. There 
you must give an audition to the owner. 
You hang around, give a show at 11 
p.m., then another at 2 am. You get 
home at 4 am. or later. Eight days 
later they hand you a week’s salary. 
They tell you the first night's work 
Was an ‘audition’. . . you see, you have 
your house at 4 p.m. and get home at 
4 am. next day, and they call it an 
‘audition’, and no pay in one 
place where the last show is over at 3 
a.m. the boss tells you to stay a while 
longer as somebody might come in. All 
this at $45 a week. One agent pays $5 
for a club date at the Hotel New Yorker. 
Can you imagine his bit for a show 
given by a big society at that hoteN 
I have been doing club work a long 
time, but never did I witness anything 
like it is at present.” 

Miss Poor Girl's crudely stated case 
is typical. Nobody can do anything 
about it save the performers. And those 
who are sorely pinched can do very 
little. Tough, that’s all.

NEW YORK, March 2.—Contrary to popular belief, bookers 
state they are facing a shortage of playable vaudeville acts not in the 
flash and novelty class. This rather surprising info comes from 
various act buyers both in the indie and major fields, who have been 
moaning for some time about the lack of comedy acts, but never

RKO Revives Effort To Put 
Out Vaude. Talking Trailers 


NEW YORK, March 2.—Talking vaude- 
ville trailers are to go into the Palace 
shortly on as many acts as is possible 
with the usual last-minute manner in 
which. the house is booked. First such 
trailer will be on Vincent Lopez, it is 
planned, who will play there March 21 
and will make the first canned talk in 
the Palace in the history of the house, 
aside from the newsreels and the screen 
prolog to Anatole Friedland’s Twentieth 
Century Revue last fall. 

It is also RKO’s intention to make 
talking trailers on every intact show, 
with each screen advertisement bearing 
production angles that the silent and 
sound vaudeville trailers in vogue do 
not have. Talking trailers were made on 
two intacts when the starting point far 
the intacts was first moved here from 
Milwaukee, but later discontinued. 
Sound trailers have been adhered to 
since. 

No definite decision has been reached 
as to whether the trailers both for the 
Palace and the intacts will be made in 
animated form, or just illustrated with 
the talk brought in. Expense of the 
former will be greater by far than on 
the latter and almost prohibitive. 

Making of talking trailers in animated 
form means the rental of a studio for 
a full day for each one as well as extra 
camera work ‘and men, while only a 
minimum of each item is needed to make 
the illustrated trailers that have the 
talk brought in later. 

Nor has RKO decided how it is going 
to get around the general apathy of the 
public against the length of trailers. 


RKO, as well as the other major cir- 
cuits, has attempted to cut down on 
trailers of late due to the objections of 
patrons. Talking trailers necessarily 
have to run about twice as long as the 
sound or silent. Average running time 
of the present sound trailers on intact 
shows is about one minute. 


Effect of the public’s dislike of wit- 
nessing and listening to long screen an- 
nouncements on coming shows is such 
that the talking announcements on fea- 
ture pictures are practically extinct. All 
of the film companies employed these for 
a while, with one of the stars of the 
picture making a spiel of its merits and 
then giving flashbacks on scenes from 
the film. 


With the theater-going public also be- 
ginning to voice its objections to out- 
side screen advertisements in the way 
of obvious short subjects, it has only 
become the more difficult for vaud>ville 
and film trailers to hold the interest of 
audiences. 


It is problematical as: to how the Pal- 
ace audiences will welcome the talking 
trailers. When Floyd Gibbons’ spiel on 
Cimarron was flashed on the Palace 
screen, the audience booed, hissed and 
stamped its feet until it was over. 


Also it is a question of what is to 
happen when a “name” is booked at the 
last minute to headline over the per- 
sonage of whom a talking trailer had al- 
ready been made. The same thing works 
with the intact talking trailers in the 
event an act is suddenly canceled or has 
to drop out while on the route. 


before complained about the in- 
sufficiency of the type of act that 
usually deuces or treys on a bill. 

According to one booker, the shortage 
can be attributed to both the number 
of acts that have left show business in 
the last two years, as well as the lack of 
a development ground for new turns in 
the way of break-in houses, or what was 
once known as the small time. He ex- 
pressed the belief that 20 per cent of 
the standard acts around in 1929 have 
left the business for good. 

Comparatively few new singing or 
dancing acts of the type that can hold 
middle positions on vaudeville bills have 
come up in the last two years, due to 
their inability to get break-in and show- 
ing spots. Practically all of the major 
and indie bookers are shying clear of 
giving an unknown act a booking, fear- 
ing to take the chance of offending 
audiences wised up to modern enter- 
tainment values. 

It is generally known that RKO, the 
leading vaudeville circuit by a wide 
margin, is suffering because of the lack 
of such houses where new acts can 
polish up their material before showing 
for the bookers. The only new acts that 
get a look-in on that circuit nowadays 
are those put out by franchised or indie 
producers with reputations for putting 
out good acts. 

One booker stated that a number of 
those acts who have been finding it 
tough to get work since the small time 
passed out of, existence are those whose 
material has remained unchanged in all 
their years in show business, and are 
therefore now obsolete.

Lays down law to agents—Palace no longer in class by 
itself—stricter general code, but leeway in some phases 
—VMA report called the bunk 


NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—For the umptyumpth time since RKO 
became RKO more than two years ago, the circuit is making a new 


and vigorous drive against dirt on its stages. 


Latest assault, which 


is being accompanied by a more businesslike and sensible approach 
than the rest, comes under the directing wing of Charles J. Freeman. 


Hiram S. Brown has instructed 
Freeman to go the limit, and 
judging from the few develop- 
ments this week, the head of the 
booking office is taking his in- 
structions literally. As Brown 
evidently desired hixn to. 

This last Thursday all heads of fran- 
chised offices were summoned to Free- 
man’s office for the express purpose of 
listening to Freeman discuss the dirt 
problem. They were informed of their 
actual obligations as agents, i..e., to act 
faithfully as intermediaries for their acts 
in all questions concerning the elimina- 
tion of what is regarded as offensive 
material and businéss. 


Freeman, in the matter of eliminating 
dirt particularly, prefers to deal with acts 
thru their agents. If a certain cut is or- 
dered in the future it will be forwarded 
to the agent, and he, in turn, will be re- 
quired to officially transmit the informa- 
tion to the act concerned. Informing an 
agent of a. cut will be accepted as of- 
ficial notification to an act. Freeman be. 
lieves that this is one of the most im- 
portant functions of an agent, and one 
who cannot serve faithfully in this con- 
nection does not deserve to collect com- 
missions on bookings 

Besides dwelling on details of RKO’s 
attitude on what is or is not objection- 
able in material and business, Freeman 
asked the assembled office heads to make 
it their business to speak to acts on the 
subject before and after the¥ are booked. 

It was hinted around the office after 
the meeting in Freeman’s sanctum that 
Ann Suter incident 
was responsible for the corralling of agents 


the much-discussed 


for a talk on dirt. Frank Donnelly, Miss 
Suter’s agent, was alleged to have failed 
to notify Miss Suter of certain cuts or- 
dered by the office. Whether he really 
performed his duty or not was considered 
unrelated to the aftermath. That there 
was me doubt of his having acted 
faithfully as Miss Suter’s agent gave rise 
to the thought that it would be a good 
idea to have the matter understood once 
and for all as it pertains to all agents 
Going into effect at once, the Palace 
will be placed in the same category as 
every other house on the circuit as re- 
gards dirt For various and conflicting 
reasons the ace house up to now has 
escaped the theoretically rigid censorship. 
Hereafter the house will be watched even 
more closely than ot}! because 
of its position as the showcase: of RKO 
vaudeville Offenders will be severely 
punished, and if “name nsist upon re- 
sorting to dirt in order to meet the al- 
leged taste of the smart mobs they will 
be canceled summarily. providing they 
had received “cut” notices on the ob- 


jectionable material. 


Aside from the Palace angle there will 


be no radical change hereafter in the 
operation of the circuit's censorship 
machine. Chester M. Stratton will con- 


tinue to act as Freeman's censor, collect- 
ing all cuts sent in by managers and 
sending them out weekly in a list ap- 
by Freeman. But henceforth 
Freeman will give more attention to the 
matter of objectionable material than 


proved 


heretofore. Thru the co-operation of 
Nate Blumberg, RKO’s second-ranking 
theater operator, all managers from now 


on will be required to catch their very 
first show with excerpts from the cut list 
before them. Thereafter at every show 


the orchestra leader will be required to 
watch and listen to all lines and busi- 
ness to detect deviations from the cut 
list. 

The principles which will hereafter 
guide Freeman and others subordinate to 
him in adjudging acceptable lines and 
business on moral grounds are elastic in 
that cognizance will be taken not merely 
of the script, as in the case of lines, but 
of the manner in which the bit or piece 
of business is delivered. But there will 
be no discrimination between acts. What 
is barred in one act, if exactly the same 
line or piece of business, will also be 
barred in every other act. 

If a change of attitude comes about at 
all it will be toward being stricter. 
Freeman has indicated that he will “lean 
forward” in many respects contrasted 
with a more liberal attitude before. While 
mild forms of cussing, if used graciously, 
will be permitted in some instances, no 
leeway will be given acts that persist in 
employing such terms as “lousy”, “nance” 
and the like. The grating “razzberry” 
sounds that have become popular among 
acts of late are out in any form and in 
any situation. Freeman is particularly 
strong on enforcing this point. The 
usual taboo exists against dwelling on 
the depression topic and casting asper- 
sions against high government officials, 
public utilities and local institutions of a 
public character. 

Freeman insists that the fame of an 
act or its importance to the box office 
will not deter him from carrying out his 
cancellation threat as far as it concerns 
the employment of bits branded as objec- 
tionable. Acts will no longer be per- 
mitted to alibi dirt on the ground that

Best Season in Years for 
Agents Sending Acts Abroad 


NEW YORK, March 2.—Tho all bookers 
of American acts in Europe don’t agree, 
it is generally accepted that this season 
has been an unusually good one. More 
American acts are playing Europe now 
than at any time during the last few 
years, 

Ed Meyers, foreign booker of the Wil- 
liam Morris Agency, and Dick Henry, 
who represents the Universum Agency 
of Faris, both claim that this has been 
their best season in years. 

Paul Durand, who books American acts 
into the Gaumont British Picture chain 
of houses, on the other hand, says book- 
ings are at a standstill and that he has 
not sent over a single act in several 
months. Durand has kept in touch with 
Gaumont constantly and has been told 
by them to hold off bookings indefinitely 
until conditions change. The Gaumont 
chain consists of movie houses that for- 
merly used a presentation policy. Now 
most of the houses are using one to three 
vaudeville acts. They are now being 
used mostly as break-ins for English 
acts. Because of the world-wide depres- 
sion, there has been agitation in England 
against importing acts and many man- 
agers have restricted the percentage of 
foreign acts in their theaters. Gaumont 
has been avoiding American acts because 
they usually want a six to eight-week 


guarantee and local acts can be bought 
so much more cheaply. In spite of 
Durand’s tough break with Gaumont, 
American acts are very numerous in Eng. 
land now. 


Ed Meyers has been sending a lot of acts 
over to England and says this is his best 
season in years. In spite of the VAF 
and newspaper drives against foreign 
stage talent and the heavy taxes levied 
on incomes of foreign actors, American 
acts are working steadily in England. 
Almost,any kind of an act has a chance 
for English bookings, tho comedy items 
have the preference. 


Dick Henry, who left for Europe Feb- 
ruary 28, told The Billboard he was book- 
ing three times as many acts as he did 
last year. If an act did not have trouble 
over salaries, it could work in continental 
Europe for more than two years. Most 
of the dates are month stands and may 
be repeated if the act goes big. Because 
of the difference in language, bookings 
are restricted to these types of acts: 
Comedy, pantomime, dancing, straight 
orchestras, comedy bands, comedy acro- 
batics and unusually good novelty or 
acrobatic acts. Henry’s outlet is the Uni- 
versum Agency of Paris. 


Jenie Jacobs is another agent who has 
been sending many acts across. 


RKO Using Air 
Thrice Weekly 


Aims to boost matinees 
thru broadcasts over WJZ 
—stressing woman angle 


NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—RKO 
is employing radio in an effort to 
bolster matinee attendance in its 
local houses, offering a 15-minute 
noontime program from WJZ 
Tuesdays, Fridays and Saturdays. 
First broadcast of this group was 
put over yesterday. Periods are 
devoted to promotional vaudeville 
and film gossip and directed espe- 
cially at housewives and stay-at- 
homes. They are being handled 
by Milton A. Schwarzwald, head 
of RKO’s national radio programs 
and director of the Music Depart- 
ment. This is also one of the ac- 
tivities of James H. Turner, as- 
sistant to President Hiram §S. 
Brown. 

Woman angle is being stressed. A 
woman under the name of Mrs. Ruth 
King Owen conducts the programs, in- 
troducing the guest speakers and doing 
all the vaudeville and film gossip. Mrs. 
Ruth King Owen—the initials stand 
for RKO—is a fictitious name that has 
been copyrighted by RKO. Mrs. Owen 
emphasizes feminine interests, such as 
styles and appearance, and urges listen- 
ers-in to go to the vaudeville theaters to 
see certain players wearing certain 
clothes or having a certain novel twist in 
their entertainment. 

Yesterday's broadcast stressed Cimar- 
ron and had Irene Dunne, featured in 
the film, as guest star. The second, to- 
day, emphasizes Millie, and the third, 
Tuesday, features Phil Cook, radio 
“name” now playing local RKO houses. 

Series will run for an indefinite time, 
depending on the response RKO gets 
from listeners-in. 


Broadway, Tacoma, Is_ 
Dropping to Half Week 


TACOMA, March 2.—Broadway Theater 
will discontinue as a full-week stand for 
Fanchon & Marco units March 12 and 
will play units Fridays, Saturdays and 
Sundays only, starting with African Idea 
March 20 to 22.

And later in the account, “All 
President Hoover's aides, reinforced 
by Colonel Starling of the Secret 
Service, glanced anxiously at the 
gilded tomahawk carried by the 
singer of Indian songs.” 

It was the “tomahawk” line in 
Miss Suter’s song that RKO censors 
found objectionable.

Fox Attempting To Expand 
“Flesh” in Smaller Houses 


NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—Fox is making 
a try with vaudeville in a spot that has 
been in straight pictures for a couple of 
years, the Parkway, Bronx, with three 
other houses in the metropolitan district 
to go into the same policy shortly; also 
for an indicator of how the general 
public feels about vaudeville and whether 
it will support it. The Parkway 
opened February 20 with four acts on 
Friday and Saturday, and the same 
amount, but a complete change, on Sun- 
day. 

Another Fox house to get vaudeville 
will be the Palace, Meriden, Conn. Open. 
ing is set for March 5, and the policy 
will be five acts on Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday. This house has also been all- 
film for two years. 


Three houses here scheduled to get 
vaudeville on a tryout in the near future 
have not been named as yet, or at least 
Fox is not ready to make them known. 


The Parkway, which is 10 blocks away 
from the nearest vaudefilmer, the Cro- 
tona, also Fox, showed a distinct im- 
provement at the box office the first three 
days of the “flesh” inauguration. If the 
play from the public continues at that 
pace, the house will get vaudeville thru- 
out the week, but with four changes. 
Acts will play there on Friday and Satur. 
day, Sunday, Monday and Tuesday, and 
Wednesday and Thursday. Lou Fordan, 


who formerly managed the Star, is in 
charge of the Parkway. 

Fox’s interest in vaudeville, now booked 
for the circuit thru the F. & M. office by 
“Doc” Howe and Phil Bloom, whether it 
be because of weak pictures or faith that 
“flesh” means higher grosses, has lived 
thru stiffer opposition than any other 
circuit operating vaudefilmers in this 
city has experienced in years. In the 
past year the circuit has had no less than 
four controversies with the unions, each 
battle resulting in vaudeville being 
dropped in all the metropolitan houses. 
Matters were finally patched up late in 
October. 

Fox time in New York now amounts to 
four and a half weeks, with another week 
coming in via Hempstead and Elizabeth. 
There are also a few one and two-day 
stands booked thru the F. & M. office, 
with the Parkway adding to that list. 

Managers on the western part of the 
Fanchon & Marco Idea route have re- 
quested the producers to turn out the 
Vaudeville Ideas at the rate of one every 
three weeks, instead of every four weeks. 
The few turned out so far have received 
very favorable reports. 

The first of these Ideas, which is 
vaudeville, carrying a “presented by 
Fanchon & Marco” tagline and with a 
preduction angle, will play here at Fox's 
Brooklyn the week starting Friday, 
May 29.

Lessey artists, who are used to balance 
the shows, are getting paid something, 
but not much. 

Old auditions gag, which was used on 
green performers to make them work free 
on the thought that they were showing, 
has become obsolete due to the publicity 
given it as a tipoff to the artists on the 
gyp practice. 

Bookers employing the “benefit” and 
“friendship” angles are being turned 
down plenty, but yet they get enough 
performers of big-time caliber to come 
and work free at the so-called charity 
shows to be able to get their demands. 
Both angles work in together, with the 
bookers carrying on the practice usually 
calling only those artists with whom 
they have some sort of acquaintance. 

Most of the “benefits” are club and 
lodge affairs held for a profit to the or- 
ganizations giving them. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—Charged with 
selling concert tickets without 4 per:nit, 
four men were arraigned last week before 
Magistrate James McDonald in the York- 
ville Court. They were released pending 
a later hearing. 

According to the police the men— 
describing themselves as Irving Weisser, 
Morris Holland, Harry Siegel and Edward 
Cornez—were attempting to sell tickets 
for from $5 to $20 for a concert to be 
given April 26 at Carnegie Hall for the 
East Side Mission House. Sellers were 
alleged to have stated that the proceeds 
of the concert are to be turned over to 
the emergency relief fund for the un- 
employed. Police further charged that 
the solicitors posed as police and fire 
department officials. Detectives declared 
the promoters took 60 per cent of the 
gross proceeds and gave the rest to a 
“mission” described as a cubbyhole in 
the rear of a Ukrainian Church at 336 
East 14th street. 


James W. Kelly, second Deputy Wel- 
fare Commissioner of New York City, 
issued a warning to the public over the 
past week-end to beware of “charity 
racketeers”, who organize drives, dinners 
and entertainments. 

After going into detail on the manner 
in which the promoters take advantage 
of the unemployment situation by ap- 
pealing to individuals by letter, phone 
and personal solicitation, Keily stated: 

“We are watching some of the missions 
in particular. Go-getters of this type 
are becoming more and more active, and 
under the cloak of religion they have 
gathered thousands of dollars, not for 
the needy, but for their own pockets. 
Last month two ‘dinners’, announced to 
be held for charity, were stopped by my 
department.”

From the real class and gentility of 
Kitty Doner and Lottice Howell to the 
slap-stick comedy of Stuart and Lash, 
this week's bill packs entertainment, 
albeit there are occasional letdowns. 
Nearly 2 full house at the opener. 

Saul Freed Foursome started the pro- 
ceedings with a neatly executed dance 
routine by three boys and a girl, the 
latter doing an acrobatic dance. Close 
with some pullups, handbalancing and 
other acrobatics by the boys, to an ex- 
cellent hand. 

Lottice Howell, personable warbler, had 
the deuce spot. Has splendid voice, but 
her routine not the sort that goes best 
with a vaudeville audience. Semi- 
classical numbers, best of which was 
Blue Danube, in German, and for an 
encore a novelty number in whith Miss 
Howell was accompanied by the pianist. 
Audience showed genuine appreciation. 


Walter Walters and Company is 
either an old act under a new name or 
very similar to another ventriloquial 
act that has appeared here frequently. 
Walters coes the voice-throwing, using 
three dummies, while the feminine 
member gives capable assistance, especial- 
ly in the baby-crying bit. Nicely done 
and gets across to fair applause. 

Kitty Doner, with q routine entirely 
different from that she last presented 
here, scored solidly. Her characteriza- 
tions, put over with consummate show- 
manship, found a responsive audience. 
Best was the elderly dandy on his way 
to Hollywood. Singing of several pop. 
numbers by an attractive girl served to 
bridge the waits necessitated by costume 
changes. 

Stuart and Lash and their Cavaliers 
closed the bill. Duo dished out a lot of 
ancient tabloid slapstick that, despite its 
age, hit the audience’s funny bone and 
garnered the laughs. Acrobatic dancing 
of an attractive fem. won generous ap- 
plause, and the Cavaliers, an eight-piece 
orchestra, helped to put the act across 
to a heavy hand.

What is probably the weakest bill of 
the season is on view here this week. 
Five acts were advertised but only four 
appeared. Weak lineup is all the more 
noticeable inasmuch as the bills for 
the last severa] weeks have been excep- 
tionally strong. Then, too, the feature 
talky, Dracula, is not the sort that will 
satisfy the majority, altho the picture 
is heavily billed. 

Wilfrid Dubois is a juggler par ex- 
cellence. He does manifold stunts with 
a tennis racket and tennis balls for the 
first six minutes, following which he 
does additional difficult and unusual 
balancing ard juggling feats with amaz- 
ing ability and dexterity. 

An Impromptu Revue is just one of 
those revues that help fill in a bill. In 
the parlance of ‘the stagefolk it’s just 
one of those so-so acts, neither good nor 
bad. Members of the troupe are all fair 
performers, but not one an outstanding 
one. Lineup consists of a juvenile sing- 
ing Here Comes the Sun; Madge White- 
Side, in a fan dance; Isabelle Lubel in 
a “snake hips” dance; Bobby Dupree 
and Sylvia Dean, in a wooden soldier 
dance specialty; Iva Kitchell, in an im- 
pression of a ballerina of 1870; Bobby 
Dupree, in a high-kicking specialty, 
which was the best of the entire layout, 
and another song by the juvenile, who, 
incidentally, also announces the respec- 
tive individuals. An unbilled male 
accompanies at the piano. 

Hal Jerome and Gloria Gray. This 
was the only bright spot of the bi'l. 
Jerome got a world of laughs with his 
matter-of-fact comedy. He is one of 
those nonchalant performers and takes 
matters easy while before the footlights. 
He ad libs. a lot and had his attractive 
blond partner all flustered on several 
occasions with his many impromptu 
wisecracks. They team to a nicety and 
were easily the hit of the show.

The Palace, New York. 


(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, February 28) 


Here is one out of possibly 20 Palace shows that falls short on the type of 
smart-cracking to which this clientele has become accustomed. Either thru co- 
incidence or design on the part of Freeman and Willi, also the cleanest show this 
season. They apparently meant what they said when that new policy was framed 
anent the Palace losing its doubtful distinction as the exception in the circuit's 
perpetual drive against stage dirt. What this layout lacks to some extent in the 
Broadway brand of pseudo-sophistication it makes up for in fine balance and 
punchy specialty entertainment. Also, an unusually interesting bill from the 
trade angle. Three acts are making their debut here, and in Eddie Dowling’s act 
a girl trio is also in the novice category. Even in the caboose position, Dowling 
is a standout. Again he proves himself to be one of the brightest nondescript 
comedians still available to vaudeville. 

PILETTO, Italian jongleur, imported by the nautical agent, Jack Curtis, did 
not get the best break possible by being shoved on cold in the opening spot on 
his debut. The lad, who does uncanny things with pins, balls and discs, wiped 
away the effect of a comparatively weak opening by a thrilling display of juggling 
skill] and showmanship as his routine unwound itself. In the class of flash, 
Felovis and Rastelli, this Piletto looks good enough to remain here indefinitely. 
Took bows miscued by fumbling at the light switch, but to a hand that con- 
vinced one of his triumph. 

AL NORMAN AND EDDIE RIO are also newcomers to the 47th street display 
rooms. The boys put in a sock right at the beginning and were out of the pic- 
ture before the mob woke up to the fact that it was all over. They work at 
a typical picture-house pace, which is certainly nothing to grouse over. Their 
big flash is pantomimic impersonating, and the brief display of hoofing inter- 
sticed is quite enough to single them out as being among the outstanding youths 
in that line. Theirs was one of the best hands of the afternoon. 

COUNT BERNIVICI grabbed off a swell response, while the grabbing was 
good, in his familiar girl-band act, carrying about 14 holders of union cards and 
three extras for specialties. A very flashy act and not without some degree of 
merit musically. Bernivici’s inevitable announcements are consistently indistinct, 
and, according to The Billboard files, an old failing. Enough potential entertain- 
ment here for a whole show. One of vaudeville’s hardy perennials and a welcome ad- 
dition to this layout. Bernivici’s staging expertmess is reflected in the novel 
opening and closing, and to a large extent in the body of the act. 

WILLIAM AND JOE MANDEL return here after some time in their self-same 
routine. And what a spot for the kind of acrobatic comedy in which they are 
past masters! Joe’s “quiet, please”, interpolations brought home the bacon at 
every try. The act has been dressed up like a circus horse, which must be the 
exemplification of the new Palace building’s regime in its move to put vaudeville 
out in new packages. The boys took about four unforced bows after an in- 
sistently demanded encore. 

EVELYN HERBERT AND ROBERT HALLIDAY, hardly strangers to theater- 
goers, but making their first appearance here, were a smash hit in a delightfully 
informal rehash of their warbling successes, mostly in The Desert Song and New 
Moon. Tho visibly nervous, the ingratiating team were in good voice and had 
the advantage of using a choice fare of melody. The show-stop came after an 
encore number taken from Princess Charming. 

CARL RANDALL AND VIRGINIA WATSON opened the setond half with their 
zestful routine of dancing. Earle Brown, officially their accompanist, is con- 
siderably more valuable than that. The popular team have at the most one new 
number, but improvements in presentation have been made all along the line. 
Randall's prestidigitating dance is no longer the novelty of last year, but still an 
item not easily forgotten. They bowed out to a swell hand with their stocking 
dance. This is one of the most ingeniously routined turns in the business. 

EDDIE DOWLING took the reins in hand for the length of about three 
spots, and there wasn’t a dull moment until the exit march, and, with due re- 
spect to Lou Forman, not even then. First the tremendously popular comedian 
held the stage with J, Freed Coots, gagging, mimicking, singing and deftly jug- 
gling repartee. The more one ogles Eddie, the more the realization dawns that 
he is the parallel of Edcie Cantor, but working on a different street. He gave 
Coots a big play in allowing interludes for memory teasers on Coots’ song- 
writing products. Then a very generous boost for the Arrons Sisters, three 
charming misses from Tennessee, who harmonize in freak style without musical 
accompaniment.

Unless the so-called gratis RKO pro- 
ducers stick in their improvements at 
the last-half date, the Chester, thé op- 
portunity to bring vaudeville with a 
jegit. musical touch into the hinterlands 
via this unit will be lost. Without the 
finishing touches the intact here was on 
both sides of the line dividing good from 
bad. Most widely known number in the 
first Little Show is entailed herein by 
Yenita Gould and practically as well 
staged as it was in the Broadway pro- 
duction. Spotted as it is, however, clos- 
ing her act in the deucer, its flavor is 
lost. Her act could be split so that her 
prelim. impersonations on the apron 
could be done in the spot she is holding, 
with Jack Sidney's flash following, Bob- 
by Pinkus in his next-to-closing berth, 
and then Miss Gould’s Moanin’ Low bit 
for a sock show closer.

Closing of the body of the 
act has Miss Doner stepping off the 
rear end of the train and for a song and 
dance. 

She stopped the show here and did 
a set seven-minute encore in imitation 
of a night club pansy emsee.

Another circuit house joins the stock 
parade. And the Gayety deserves an 
honor place in the shabby line. Harold 
Raymond engineered this sister stand of 
Sam Raymond’s Star, also in Brookiyn, 
into the stock policy. All factors con- 
sidered, Harold put over a swell job. Only 
the first week, but definite signs point to 
a live, colorful course. That old burly 
axiom, “See one and you've seen them 
all,” might apply here, but not alto- 
gether. Tom Bundy and Sam Raynor, 
staging the book for Raymond, have 
evidently made an effort to put on @ 
different show. While not phenomenally 
successful, the final product reflects the 
attempt. Which is quite enough for this 
unstable field. At least in the case of 
the Gayety there is no problem of ad- 
justment to modern standards. Located 
in one of the few spots of the greater 
city where the type of burly audience 
has not changed in 10 years, the Gayety 
need only give the stags plenty of girls, 
strips and blunt dirt. That’s about all. 
But Raymond goes off on a refreshing 
tangent of genuine entertainment once 
in a while. It’s welcome to the few who 
appreciate it here; a tribute, also, to his 
feel of the theater. 


Say what you will about this show— 
its crudity of comedy, boldness of strips 
and sublimation of almost everything to 
heavy doses of cooching—it still rings up 
a higher score from the burly standard 
than most of its prototypes around here. 
Mountings are gaudy, with stress on ii's- 
trous drapes rather than sets in scenes.

Gaieties of 
1931, as they advertise this bill without 
letting the stock angle out of the bag, 
has a paucity of line numbers on the 
stage. As if any house wouldn't that 
can boast of three runways. This re- 
lieves the choristers of learning any full- 
stage routines, all effort being concen- 
trated on body quivers in single file on 
the runways. Paul Kane is credited with 
putting on the dances. Kane evidently 
gave lessons in the cooch and the rest, 
and then washed up with his assignment. 


Sam Raynor, a big favorite here, dom- 
inates the scenes with his aggressive car- 
rying on as the nondescript feature in 
the comedy contingent. Raynor is a 
corker in more ways than one. A pity 
that he chose burly as his field. It looks 
like the choice was entirely up to him, 
too. Frank Mallahan attends to the 
character comedy, and well. Also among 
the males and Johnny Crosby, wop fun- 
ster with pipes that lift him out of the 
rank and file; Billy Tanner, doing a gar- 
gling Dutch; Lew Rice, whose forte is @ 
loose-limbed comedy dance, and Murray 
Leonard, straight. 


Ann Myers is the heavy talking woman, 
and the strip numbers are put over with 
a resounding smack by Elvia Herndon, 
Charlotte LaBurr, Lillian Dixon, Edna 
Dee and Vilma Josy, the last possibly 
qualifying as a sub for the lacking prima 
donna.

One season, dubbed The White Yogi, is 
plenty raw, and if the coppers around 
here thave their eyes on a pinch their 
loophole will be thru here.

OMEWHERE Oscar Wilde once said— 

or if he didn’t he should have—-that 
criticism is merely a mode of auto- 
biography. In other words, the critic, 
no matter how objective he may try to 
be, tells more about himself than he 
does about the show or novel or movie 
he’s reviewing. Criticism is merely a 
matter of opinion— sometimes expert 
opinion, but more often, unfortunatély, 
not—and it is valuable only if taken as 
that and nothing more. 

There can be no absolute standards in 
judging a show any more than there can 
be absolute standards in judging a neck- 
tie or a future wife. To grow plati- 
tudinous—or a little more platitudinous, 
if you'd rather—one man’s meat is an- 
other man’s poison. The ancient gent 
who said that tastes differ voiced a 
truth that is very seldom taken into 
account by the folk who rabidly follow 
the critics. 

What does a criticism amount to 
when you boil it down? Merely the 
opinion of one man on the merits or 
demerits of a certain play. The man. in 
question may have been selected because 
he knows more than the average about 
such things, but the fact remains that 
his readers have opinions of their own. 
Of at least they should have. And if 
they differ from him there’s nothing to 
be done about it. They're as liable to 
be right about it as he. 

Or, rather, neither one.nor the other 
is either right or wrong. There can be 
neither right nor wrong when judging 
what is often euphemistically known as 
a work of art. You can merely say, “! 
liked it” or “I didn’t like it” and let 
it go at that. It’s possible to tell 
wherein it differed from your owp 
notions of what is right or wrong on the 
stage, but there is no possible way of 
telling whether your notions happen to 
be the right ones. You can say a thing 
would have been more effective if it 
had been done differently, but what you 
really mean is merely that it would have 
been more effective to you. That it was 
more effective to the author the way It 
stands is obvious, And there are prob- 
ably plenty of other people who think 
the way the author does. 

The only way, then, to read a criticism 
is to get a line first on what sort of 
animal the critic happens to be. If he 
is like you in his menta] and emotional 
makeup the chances are that you will 
agree with him in his opinions, his re- 
views. If he is unlike you your reactions 
to any given show will be different, and 
no one can say which of you is right. 

The critic can, however, tell approxi- 
mately what the show or the novel or 
the movie is about. And therein, if you 
manage to see thru his own beliefs to 
the facts of the performance, you can 
make an opinion of your own. Or you 
can listen to his reasons for his judg- 
ment—if he gives them, which is seldom 
these days—and be convinced or uncon- 
vinced as the case may be. But as for 
his opinion of the finished production, 
you can make it your opinion only in- 
sofar as you first reflect it thru the 
personality of the reviewer as you have 
learned to know that personality from 
his previous reviews.

NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—When such an 
organization as the Theater Guild fails 
to catch the entire spirit of one of the 
most elusive plays of the 20th century, 
when that failure involves an almost 
perfect cast and when it is justifiably 
condoned by all and sundry, then it’s 
allowable to expect not much success 
when the same play is put on by a group 
of students. But, strangely enough, the 
players of the American Academy of 
Dramatic Arts who were in Hotel Unt- 
verse at the Belasco Theater yesterday 
afternoon made Philip Barry's strange 
and garbled fantasy almost intelligible. 
Not that they did as well as the Guild— 
that could hardly be expected. But 
they did so well that this scribe wouldn't 
have believed it possible if he hadn't 
happened to see it. 

It seems foolish to compare students 
with the finished actors that the Guild 
gathered round, yet in one or two cases 
it’s not only possible, but necessary. 
Carl Frank is, naturally, a long way off 
from Glenn Anders, but as Pat Farley he 
showed more promise than any young 
actor your correspondent has seen in a 
long, long while. In the disillusion 
sequences he was especially good, and, 
for that matter, can be proud of himse:f 
for his work thruout. Anne Woodruff, as 
Hope Ames, was less emotionally effective, 
but far more clear than Phyllis Povah last, 
year. Perhaps she was clearer because 
your scribe was seeing the play for the 
second time, but in any case she was 
more than. sufficient. Edward Van 
Danaker was convincing and plausible— 
and attractive—as Norman Rose, and 
Beatrice Hoffman was immensely effec- 
tive in the part of Alice Kendall 

Georgia Chalmers emphasized the 
sweetness rather than the strength of 
Ann.

NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—New minimum basic agreement be- 
tween the Dramatists’ Guild of the Authors’ League of America, 
Inc., and the producing managers, was approved yesterday by the 
former at a meeting of the council and membership at the Park 


Central Hotel. 
agers for signature, and is effec- 
tive after today. According to 
Edward Childs Carpenter, presi- 
dent of the Dramatists’ Guild, 
new agreement is very similar to 
the old one, the alterations and 
amendments being largely of a 
technical nature and involving no 
change in principle. 

Intent of new version is to clarify 
clauses which in the last five years ap- 
peared subject to discussion. Pro- 
visions which have been particularly dis- 
cussed are those relating to disposition 
of motion picture rights, the requirement 
for directors and the effect of present 
copyright situation on foreign rights. 

New version also takes care of situa- 
tion where play opens on Tuesday or 
Wednesday night. Under new terms man- 
ager can close play on third consecutive 
Saturday night and stil] share in movie 
rights providing he pays royalty for 
omitted performances. 

Owen Davis outlined terms of the 
agreement at the meeting and praised 
Brock Pemberton and Warren P. Munsell, 
who acted on behalf of the managers in 
the negotiations, for their exceeding fair. 
ness. Besides Carpenter and Davis, Elmer 
Rice, Marc Connelly, Sigmund Romberg, 
Oscar Hammerstein II and Robert E. 
Sherwood represented the Dramatists’ 
Guild in the conference. 

Guild also has announced that after 
today none of its members could con- 
tract for a play with a manager who has 
not signed the agreement. 

Agreement will extend for five years.

A Woman Denied is a European play 
treating of European emotions, which in 
all probability will fail to interest Amer- 
ican audiences. Perhaps there was more 
in the original Italian than Jean Bart 
managed to translate into English, but 
the odds are that we cold-blooded Amer- 
icans would never have understood it in 
any language. 

Story concerns an artist’s model who 
manages to win the love of every man 
she meets—except the man. That man 
is the artist himself and in the end even 
he is led to believe that she is a neces- 
sary part of his genius. Most dramatic 
touch of all comes at the end of the 
nlay when the artist is putting the fin- 
ishing touches on a painting. Charac- 
ters in the pose happen to be confronted 
with a situation not unlike the one in 
the play and a young model whom the 
woman has disillusioned chokes her to 
death, while the artist congratulates 
them upon the reality of their expres- 
sion. 

Mary Nash wears several pairs of pa- 
jamas with the nonchalance of a Paris 
model and puts about as much into her 
character as the author could expect. 
McKay Morris, as the artist, does well 
with a part that hasn't a great deal to 
offer him. Donald Douglas as the un- 
sophisticated lad who finally murders 
the model is first rate. Herbert Brag- 
giotti is a convincing Italian chiefly be- 
cause he happens to be just that. Gene- 
vieve Belasco does the best job of all 
with the small part of a maid who un- 
derstands Paris life. One setting by Cir- 
ker & Robbins is good. 

A Woman Denied is unlikely to move

Audience refused to take the pro- 
duction seriously. for if there is any 
merit at all in Patrick Kearney’s 
dramatization of Mr. Dreiser’s famous 
novel it failed to show itself on the 
Waldorf stage. 

One praiseworthy note in the entire 
production is the work of a newcomer, 
Dorothy Watson, as the society girl who 
loves the boy whose duty it is to marry 
another. Miss Watson creates a most 
believable character and her youthful 
spirit captivates the audience whenever 
she puts ‘n an appearance. Roy Har- 


grave, as the boy who goes to the chair, 
tries hard and sometimes succeeds. 
Ruth Nugent is well cast as the girl 
in trouble. 

Source of most of the trouble seems 
to be the staging. In the courtroom 
scenes especially was this apparent. 
And to send a young man to the chair 
without cutting his hair or attending to 
other personal details is a little too 
much to take. é 

An American Tragedy is one of those 
plays that take expert handling, but 
the group of players and directors which 
Leventhal has gathered together on the 
Waldorf stage are not the ones to carry 
it out.

In spite of an uncomfortable and barn. 
like theater, a shoddy production, bad 
lighting and voices that were often in- 
capable of carrying its music, The 
Venetian Glass Nephew emerged as some- 
thing delightful. Or something that 
might have been delightful and that 
just missed—thru no fault of the au- 
thors. 

But, delightful or not, it’s 
whether it will spend many evenings 
about the boulevards, for it’s not pre- 
cisely what Broadway wants. It is a 
fanciful and charmingly told intimate 
opera—or operetta, if you’d rather—with 
Mozartian leanings that never come any- 
where near coming off. But that doesn’t 
harm it. 

What does harm it is the production 
and cast that it has been given., And, 
adding up the total, we can decide that 
it hardly deserves to stay around. Draw- 
backs thru which the charm barely and 
only occasionally manages to shine con- 
demn it when judged as a production. 
But that is the fault of neither the 
dramatist nor the composer. It all seems 
rather a pity. 

Story tells of Cardinal Bon, who 
wanted a perfect nephew and had one 
Made out of glass by Luna, the glass- 
blower, and the Chevalier de Chastelneuf. 
Mannikin falls in love with and is i:oved 
by Rosalba, the Chevalier’s inaccessible 
ideal. They are married, Rosalba. finds 
that living with a glass man isn’t—to 
indulge in a pun—all that it’s cracked 
up to be, and to insure her future hap- 
piness she has the sorrowful Chevalier 
turn her into porcelain. 

George Houston is monotonous as the 
Chevalier. His acting is monotonous 
and, what is worse, his voice is monoto- 
nous. Mary Silveira, as Rosalba, sang 
sweetly, but that was all. Louis Yaeckel, 
who tussled with the part of the gent of 
glass, only found his voice late in the 
second half, and can hardly be judged 
fairly. By far the best acting of the eve- 
ning was turned in by Edgar Stehli, as 
Luna. And, worse luck, his part was 
finished at the end of the second scene 

Scenery, with the action taking place 
back of an inner proscenium to give the 
intimate effect, was well designed, but

“the last parade” finds the three of 
them walking to the little door leading 
to the electric chair, where Holt goes to 
pay for his crime with his life. 

In the first part of the picture, when 
the two leading characters are in the 
army, the situations remind one much 
of Victor McLaglen and Edmund Lowe 
in The Cockeyed World.

Story serves as 
costarring vehicle for Claudette Col- 
bert and Frederic March, with Monroe 
Owsley forming the third side to the 
inevitable domestic triangle. Others 
playing important roles in support in- 
clude Charles Ruggles, Ginger Rogers. 
Ralph Morgan, Avonne Taylor, Pat 
O’Brien, Janet McLeay, John Kearney, 
Jules Epailly and Leonard Cary. 

Miss Arzner’s understanding of the 
woman angle in a romance, the triangle 
or in a tragedy is evident in her deft 
direction, and the fine qualities of char- 
acterization are commendably brought 
out in the player’s performances.

Barrymore of The Royal Family o/ 
Broadway, appears much the same as 
he did in that vehicle, and adapts much 
the same mannerisms and attitude, tho 
in this role he adds new laurels to his 
increasing popularity.

NEW YORK, March 2.—Some 
of the methods employed for the 
last 20 years by popular music 
publishers to exploit and market 
songs are slated to hit the discard 
within the near future. 

Closing of several Feist out-of-town 
offices a short time ago was the be- 
ginning of numerous radical changes to 
take place in the field. A report holds 
that the Warner Brothers, who control 
f ar big music units, and the Radio Cor, 
poration of America, which has four as 
Subsidiaries, cannot see the wisdom of 
supporting a dozen out-of-town offices 
to exploit songs when the same music- 
buying public may be reached via the 
radio from New York and Chicago. Other 
big publishers who have indulged in the 
luxury of branch Offices also are expect- 
ed to follow the example set by Feist. 

Big moguls back of the movement to 
eliminate branch offices and cut out 
unnecessary expense in all probability 
have taken their cue from the Joe Morris 
Music Company. Archie Fletcher, who 
manages the Morris Company, continues 
to put over hit after hit with a small 
staff in New York and one man in Chi- 
cago. Competing. against firms with 
from six to a dozen branch offices and 
staffs ranging from 50 to 100 high-sal- 
aried men, Fletcher has several of the 
leading song hits of the country. 

Apparently the big newcomers to the 
music busiffess figure that if Fletcher 
can land hits with a few men they 
should be able to do likewise. 

Another phase of the business which is 
receiving careful consideration from the 
money men is the gratis orchestrations. 
They can’t see why they should give 
away what musicians must have in order 
to earn a livelihood. At the last meeting 
of the Music Publishers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation various ways and means were 
discussed by the members in hopes of 
discovering a practical method to do 
away with free dance orchestrations for 
all time.

N COMMENTING recently on tabloid's 

comeback, indications of which are 

now in evidence in almost all parts 
of the country, we stated that “tabloid 
is coming back. But it will be wrapped 
in a new package.” B. H. Nye, writing 
from California, sends in a clipping of 
this statement, circles it, and adds: 
“Something new inside the wrapper is 
alsc necessary.” Your are very much 
corect, Brother Nye. It’s the same thing 
we've been harping on for a long time. 


ABLOID managers, for the most part, 
co-operate fairly well with one an- 
other. However, every once in a while 

a piece of business crops up between 
managers that is not altogether up to 
standard and which tends to give the 
offender a black eye. The news quickly 
travels the grapevine system, and soon 
the offender is set down by all tabloid, 
operators as a bad egg, and one to stay 
clear of. 
. * +o 

Such an instance came to our ears 
last week. A certain manager in the 
South took a date at the 1lth hour. He 
was all set as far as principals were 
concerned, but was shy six chorines. It 
was too late to advertise for girls, so the 
manager did the next best thing. He 
wired girls in another Southern town to 
come on immedfately. Before they could 
get away, however, another manager, 
who controlled two houses in the town, 
got wind of the situation. He warned 
the girls that if they joined the other 
manager they could never play in either 
of his houses. 

. . . 


The girls were home to ‘ners, and the 
latter manager's theaters were frequently 
their ace in the hole. They couldn't 
afford to throw that down, so they gave 
up the idea of leaving town. In the 
meantime, the second manager wired his 
ccontemporary manager that he had six 
girls he could let him have for the two- 
week engagement at $25 per week. He 
was paying the girls $14, thus making 
a net profit on the deal of $11 per girl 
each week. The first-manager, under the 
circumstances, was forced to take the 
girls at the second manager's price.

That, to our mind, was a despicable 
piece of work. The second manager 
made himself a few easy dollars, but at 
the same time he loses the respect of 
his fellow managers, which, to our way 
of thinking, is worth a great deal more. 
Some day he might find himself in the 
same position as his victim, and if he 
does, here’s hoping he's treated to some 
of his own selfish medicine.

Johnson City, Tenn., thea- 
ter patrons petition for 
more of flesh drama 


JOHNSON CITY, Tenn., Feb. 
28.—The Charlan Players, under 
the direction of Allan Forth, 
opened their second week at tha 
Capitol Theater February 23. 
“The Big Shot”, the new bill, 
proved a heavy draw the first half 
of the week. 

This stock company recently completed 
a 12-week engagement in Wheeling, 
W. Va. Included in the company are 
Allan Forth, Raymond Forth, Charles 
Livingston, Ray Hanley, Jimmie Atwell, 
E. H. Williard, Marie Belmar, Harriet 
Russell and Maxine Lane. 

The Charlan Players’ engagement here 
is in the nature of an experiment, the 
original contract calling for a _ single 
week, which was later extended. Com- 
pany Jumped into immediate popularity. 
Responding to many requests that the 
stock company be retained, Manager 
Campbell of the Charlan is now en- 
deavoring to make satisfactory arrange- 
ments to that end. 

Stock organization came to Johnson 
City from Wheeling, W. Va., opening 
February 14. Theater patrons here have 
been long eager to welcome a return of 
the “flesh” drama. In connection with 
his advertising this week, the Capitol 
manager printed a long argument in 
favor of stage plays, which reads, in part: 

“One of the outstanding authorities 
likens the stage shows to the inde- 
pendent merchant, who is being forced 
out of business by the chain stores. The 
moving picture interests, with unlimited 
wealth, have subsidized and bought up 
most of the theaters and closed them to 
the real ‘flesh and blood’ stage shows. 

“Not content with that, they have 
spent large sums of money to put the 
circus, tent shows and carnivals out of 
business by sponsoring laws providing 
prohibitive licenses, etc. They want no 
competition and are willing to spend 
any amount to eliminate opposition at- 
tractions. 

“They nearly succeeded, but now the 
public and business organizations are 
waking up to the fact that they are being 
‘gyped’, as it were, both from an enter- 
tainment standpoint and also from a 
purely business point of view.” 

Pending negotiations and because 
Manager Earl C. Campbell was taken ill 
and removed to Goss Hospital, the com- 
pany has been compelled to close tem- 
porarily. The future of the Charlan 
stock is consequently uncertain at this 
time. 


Idora Park Theater 
Not Yet Kramer’s 


Charles Kramer's claim to having ar- 
ranged to install a summer stock at Idora 
Park, Youngstown, O., to open Decora- 
tion Day, which was reported in The Bill- 
board last week, is premature, according 
to Rex D. Billings, general manager of 
the park and theater property.

EALTHY condition of dramatic stock 
at this time is made apparent by 


reports from many cities showing 
operations uninterrupted by continued 
depression in the business world. Per- 
haps the situation may be summed up 
in mention of a few operations selected 
from widely separated points where box- 
office receipts justify managers and 
backers in carrying on with no definite 
closing date in sight. 


At Montreal business continues good 
with the stock at the Orpheum. At 
Pittsburgh George Sharp, after 13 weeks, 
is still in action. At Houston Arthur 
Casey’s Players are a heavy draw. At 
Portland, Me., after announcing Feb- 
ruary 21 as a closing date, the manage- 
ment of the Jefferson Players found the 
popular demand so insistent the season 
was extended indefinitely. 


Appreciation of the flesh drama is 
evidently just as keen in :the small 
towns. A news report from Johnson 
City, Tenn., for example, tells of urgent 
requests made for retention of the 
Charlan Stock Company at the Capitol 
Theater, where the company jumped in 
to fill a single week and was later 
induced to extend its engagement. 


N SOME cities managers of resident 

companies have successfully competed 

with the talking films by supplement- 
ing their stage performances with silent 
pictures or talking films obtained from 
independent distributors. 

Some queer combinations have been 
brought about in stock theaters by the 
necessity for meeting the movie opposi- 
tion. Will Maylon, in Spokane, Wash., 
probably is to be credited with the most 
unique of these combinations. During 
his long run of stock Maylon staged as 
added features vaudeville, presentations, 


novelty acts and athletic exhibitions 
from time to time. He had curiosity 
piqued thru many weeks, his patrons

More conservative stock managers are 
disposed to frown on “added features”, 
but the records disclose that in most 
instances the wedding of stock to vaude- 
ville or the interpolation of specialties 
between the acts has swelled the box- 
Office receipts. 

This “desecration of the legitimate 
stage”, as highbrow stock producers 
termed it not so long ago, has gradually 
been adopted by some of the more pre- 
tentious stocks. The Savoy Players, San 
Diego, Calif.. is a notable example. W. 
Floyd Fulkerson, of that superior or- 
ganization, announces that beginning 
March 1 a vatideville bill of four or five 
acts will be offered in combination with 
the play of the week 


At the President Theater, Des Moines, 


Ta., the Hatcher Players appear to have 
solved the problem by presenting two 
plays in each week. Business is said 
to have been consistently good with this 
organization thru its winter run. 
Hatcher features a stage band, which 
plays request mumbers at every per- 
formance. The Charlan Plavers, during 
their run at the Virginia Theater, 
Wheeling, W. Va., built up business by 
introducing a jazz band of all colored 
musicians, giving musical whoopee be- 


tween the acts of each play. In Phoenix, 
Ariz., earlier in the season the ministra- 
tions of a mystic of the “knows all, sees 
all, tells all” type were given gratis from 
the stage between acts to patrons of 
the stock company. 
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Gus Hill Is 
Making Plans

C. TOMLINSON, of the Tribley 

e DeVere Show, does not seem to 

agree with the retired showman, 

who in this column, last week, berated 

the type of plays many of the shows 

have been putting on in the last several 
years. 


“I have been watching and reading 
‘In the Spotlight’ column with much 
interest and amusement,” Tomlinson 
writes. “In the last issue a certain re- 
tired showman asks: ‘When will the 
present-day managers realize that the 
day of the toby comedian is past?’ Also, 
he states that the so-called stick town 
folk are not a whit less intelligent than 
their big-city cousins. I agree with this 
oldtimer—that there aren't any stick 
towns anymore and that the day of the 
rube might be over; but rube or no 
rube, stick town or city, humanity must 
and will laugh. 


“It does not make any difference what 
kind of comedy the comedian produces— 
toby, blackface, Jew, Irish or silly kid— 
as long as he puts his entire personality 
into it and gets the applause of the au- 
dience. Ever see the Four Marx 
Brothers? 


“Now, please, do not get the idea that 
I am a believer that the old stuff is what 
the people want. Far from it. But what 
riles me is, most of the criticism about 
tent shows comes from some person who 
is off the road. What is the reason he is 
not trouping? If some of these folks 
would put their wonderful ideas into 
action, perhaps they could revolutionize 
the repertoire field, instead of allowing 
us to continue in the same old rut that 
we have been using for the last 20 years. 

“The Tribley Devere Show, despite the 
depression, has been open under tent in 
Georgia all winter. I also notice that the 
Billroy Show is still going strong in 
Florida. I am sure that we are not 
Broadway stars, and are not putting on 
the latest releases.” ; 


; ee oldtimer, whose letter was repro- 
duced in part in this column last 

week, evidently is under the im- 
pression that a tent repertoire organiza- 
tion, to be a success, must present late 
Broadway releases. Such is not the case. 
In fact, many of the Broadway pieces 
would never take in the smaller com- 
munities. Small-town folk, in general, 
are particular about their stage fare, 
and adverse to even a small amount of 
so-called smut. 


. 

However, there is no denying that there 
are many shows that need a change of 
repertoire badly. But the managers need 
not necessarily go to Broadway for their 
new bills. There are any number of 
reliable play firms who specialize par- 
ticularly in tent-show productions that 
can supply these managers with up-to- 
date bills—plays that are written espe- 
cially to apply to small-town tastes. 


But there is a certain class of shoe- 
string tent operators who do not believe 
in investing in new material. They can- 
not see paying a playbroker a fair fee 
for a bill that will appeal to their pa- 
trons. They would rather take a chan 
on pirating the same bill, changing the 
title and possibly rewriting the thing, 
until, when they finish, it is an unrec- 
ognizable mess. Some are not even that 
ambitious. They would rather continue 
on with the same old bunk they have 
been foisting upon their patrons, those 
that remain, for the last score of years.

The Drive on the Wales Act 


Equity’s annual effort to repeal the section of the 
Wales, or Padlock Bill, which authorizes the arrest of 
the actors in a play which is challenged for im- 
morality, which this year seems possible of realiza- 
tion, was undertaken by a delegation headed by 
President Frank Gillmore, which made its appearance 
before the joint codes committees of the Senate and 
the Assembly February 24. P 

In the delegation were included, beside Gillmore, 
Patricia Collinge, George Jessel, Roberta Beatty, 
Emily Holt and Sam Coit, representing Equity; Louise 
Joyce, representing the Chorus Equity Association, 
and Elmer Rice and Mare Connelly, representing the 
Dramatists’ Guild of the Authors’ League of America. 

Two latter were going merely out of friendship to 
Equity and because the Buckley-Post Bill, on which 
the hearing; was held, seemed a good thing for the 
theater on the whole. For this bill does not propose 
to exempt dramatists from arrest at any time, and 
so offers no protection to the craft to which Rice and 
Connelly belong. 

Provisions of the Wales Act are so broad that any- 
one who has anything whatever to do with the 
presentation of a play which is convicted before a 
competent court or by a jury stands to suffer con- 
siderable penalties. Buckley-Post Bill proposes to ex- 
empt the actors, stage hands, musicians and the audi- 
ence (which is often rather more obscene than the 
play) from arrest until it is proved that the play is 
obscene, immoral, etc. If then these various workers 
continue to appear in it, they would do so at their 
own risk, a risk which it is assumed they will not 
care to take. 

And since in all probability the play would be 
closed during the trial to demonstrate its morality, 
the police would gain their end (the suppression of 
the production during the investigation, so that it 
would not profit by the advertising incidental to the 
raid) and should not object to this relaxation of 
their powers, which relieves the members of the cast 
of such a play from the unpleasantness and publicity 
attendant upon arrest and trial. 

Equity is further hopeful that the plan worked 
out in conference with producers and dramatists may 
prove successful and acceptable to the city authori- 
ties. But because it does not desire to take a chance 
which would leave its members in jeopardy should 
the new plan fall thru, it is bending every endeavor 
to obtain the passage of the Buckley-Post Bill. In 
this it has the support of the Federated Labor 
and various liberal groups. 

A somewhat similar bill, of which Post was also 
one of the authors, was passed by both branches of 
the Legislature at the last session, but was vetoed by 
the governor, largely on the advice of the district 
attorney of New York. It is believed that the objec- 


tions he had to that bill have been met in the present 
piece of legislation, and that if it is passed it will be 
signed. 


State of Employment in Hollywood 


Charles Miller, Equity representative in Los An- 
geles, has forwarded to headquarters a clipping quot- 
ing William B. DeMille, who as president of the 
Academy of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences was 
recently interviewed concerning the state of employ- 
ment in the motion ecture industry. 

“A false impression has spread over the country,” 
said DeMille, “that golden opportunities lie within 
the grasp of any fairly talented or reasonably good- 
looking person who can manage to get to Hollywood. 
Fact is that there is a crying need for a reduction in 
the number of actors and actresses already here. 
Players of training and ability for whom there is no 
work are in dire want. 

“Of the 17,500 extras registered at the Central 
Casting Pureau during 1930, only 833 averaged one 
day's work per week, and ‘only 95 worked as much as 
three days a week. Of the 7,000 actors and actresses 
registered in the Call Bureau, only six or seven were 
placed each day. If work could be equally distributed 
this would mean each actor of the Call Bureau could 
be furnished one part every three years. When the 
industry is hard put to it to care for its own tried 
and experienced players, it is sheer suicide for young- 
sters to try to break in. Less than 1,000 are doing 
most of the work. . Fs 

Of course there will be youngsters, and older ac- 
tors and actresses, too, who will buck the game re- 
gardless of the odds. And every once in a while, 
in spite of them, someone will come thru. But 
Equity is passing the quotation on to its members 
so that if they go out there it will be with their eyes 
open as to what is ahead of them. 


“That's Gratitude” 


Equity is informed that a special matinee benefit 
performance of That’s Gratitude, at the Golden Thea- 
ter February 17 for the Actors’ Fund of America, 
grossed $971.50. 


Further Help Beyond the Profession 


Altho Equity was formed primarily to protect the 
actor as an actor, it has always tried to help its mem- 
bers to the extent of its ability both within and with- 
out the profession. There was recently the case of an 
Equity member who was one of the authors of a play 
which was performed fairly extensively. He and his 
coauthor had trouble collecting royalties for certain 
of the weeks the production played, and the Equity 
member came in to see what Equity could do 
about it. 

Equity was not really in the matter at all, for 
this is clearly outside the jurisdiction of the Asso- 
ciation. Nevertheless, it did take up the matter with 
the producer for its member, and will use its best 
offices to see that he gets his due. 


Keep Equity Informed 


It would serve the best interests of the Members 
themselves if they were to inform the nearest Equity 
office immediately upon their engagement for pro- 
ductions, or upon being called for rehearsal. Very 
often the validity of a subsequent claim hinges upon 
such matters as the date of engagement or the time 
of beginning rehearsals. 

And notification of this sort also permits Equity 
to make the necessary investigation as to the finan- 
cial status of the producer, and, perhaps, to insist 
upon the provision of a bond which may be of in- 
estimable value to the members later. 

All of this is made easier (sometimes, indeed, made 
possible) only if Equity has precise information as 
to the producers’ plans and efforts. It ought to be 
furnished by the Equity members as a matter of 
course, but it very rarely is. a

There is provision in the Chorus Equity contract 
that if the chorus is absent from rehearsals for seven 
days or more because of illness the manager may 
cancel his contract with the chorus without payment 
for services to date. Contract further provides that 
the period of seven days may be reduced upon appeal 
by the manager should the Association feel that the 
circumstances warranted it. Should an occasion like 
this arise, the Association requests the member to get 
in touch with this office immediately. We may be 
able to save your engagement for you. It has been 
our experience that thru failure to make such a re- 
port a5 soon as it occurs members have lost engage- 
ments. 


During the past week our employment agency has 
received several calls for part-time business positions. 
This is work that can be done at a time which would 
not interfere with your theatrical work. We have one 
proposition which would be of interest to members 
who are on the road with shows. If you are out of 
town, you might write the engagement department 
relative to it. 


The Equity Magazine is sent to permanent ad- 
dresses only. If you have not been receiving the 
magazine or notices from the Association and you 
are in good standing, it is because we have no ad- 
dress for you. It is important that you keep your ad- 
dress on file in this office. Chorus Equity does not 
give the addresses of members to anyone inquiring 
for them, as this information is for our records only. 


In order to have your magazine forwarded to you 
from your permanent address it is necessary to put 
additional postage on the envelope. Thru failure to 
do this the magazine is returned to this office. As 
we have no way of knowing that the magazine was 
returned because of insufficient postage for forward- 
ing, we naturally assume that the address is incorrect 
and it is taken from our records. 


Reports of unreasonable rehearsals should be made 
as soon as they occur. Your Association can do little 
after the rehearsals are over. 


It is assumed that rehearsals are called for the 
good of the production. The success of any pro- 
duction is of as much interest to the members of the 
company as to the management. You cannot force 
audiences to attend a production that is in bad shape 
just because you want to continue work. It is the 
duty of every member of the chorus to help make his 
show something that the public wants to see—that 
is, if that member wishes to continue work. There 
is no law that will force the public into the theater. 


In all new musical productions the rehearsals are 
more or less strenuous. However, when they reach 
the point of being unreasonable, report it to your 
Association.

The frayed mantle of Lew Dockstader 
seems to have fallen upon the shoulders 
cf a minstrel man who rejoices in the 
name of Lasses White, and, according 
to Tne Billboard, Lasses keeps the an- 
cient lamp burning below the Mason 
and Dixon line. Most half-educated 
moderns, by the way, refer to this line 
nowadays as the Mason & Dixie line, and 
think it is a railroad. The same type of 
person says that it was Booth Tarking- 
ton who shot Lincoln.”

DAVENPORT, Ia.. Feb. 28.—The Daily 
Times has come out editorially in oppo- 


sition to the proposed tax of 10 per cent

ment Newspaper protests against the

ITH the spring season for the outdoor 

show world and dramatic stock “just 

around the corner” restoration of the 
in-the-flesh drama on apace. It is 
especially significant that the return of the 
real theater to popular favor, indisputable 
evidence of which is springing up every day, 
has not been noticeably impeded by the 
Lenten season, a period when a slump in 
patronage is the natural thing to expect. ~In 
past years stock and road show managers 
anticipated a lull, at this time of the year 
and were prepared to meet it. Portentous, 


oO 2c 
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therefore, is the extraordinary activity in 
the dramatic stock and vaudeville theaters. 

The news columns of The Billboard for 
several weeks past show vaudeville, dra- 
matic stock and road shows returning to 
cities from which they have been excluded 
for months or years. Resentment against 
the exclusion of stock and touring theatrical 
attractions from territory in which the flesh 
drama once bie ed is manifesting itself 
daily in editorial utterances of the press and 
in communications from theater patrons. In 
some cities this expre ssion of dissatisfaction 
with conditions in the theater has grown 


clamorous. That sentiment is widespread. 
It sweeps the field today like a prairie fire. 
Displacement of the substance by the 


shadow was never a satisfactory exchange 
for the amusement seeker. The inducements 
the films offered — novelty, cheap prices, 


glittering pictorial effects and marvelous 
mechanical devices by which robot sub- 
stitutes for living musicians provided 
spurious musical accompaniment for the 
genuine—fascinated the multitude af the 
beginning like a new toy. 

So long as this form of entertainment 
was a novelty it afforded an agreeable 
diversion to which millions of theater pa- 
trons turned and bestowed generous pat- 
ronage. The film drama held a satisfying 
in the realm of amusement. But un- 
of then was the position of domi- 
and the opportunity for monopoly to 


place

which the liberal support of the masses 
lifted the robot stage within the space of a 
few years. 

As the mechanical plaything developea 
popularity it expanded its financial interests. 
It absorbed theaters, one after another, until 
the stage was almost bereft of living actors 
in all but the larger cities of the United 
States and Canada. 

Thousands of the smaller cities and 
towns were wholly deprived of every form 
of theatrical attraction that competed with 
the pictures. Such was the situation when 
the general public awoke to a realization of 
the fact that it had created a Frankenstein, 
which threatened and ardently strove for 
the extinction of the in-the-flesh theater. 

But the protest of the public came too 
late to avert an extended famine of the 
diversified amusements which the flesh 
drama’ had hitherto supplied. The rule of 
the Frankenstein was established in thou- 
sands of cities and towns. Ruthlessly it 
sersisted. Absorption and control of thea- 
ters, large and small, by the film interests 
was followed immediately by banishment of 
every other form of theatrical entertain- 
ment. 

While the conditions described continue 
to exist over a large area of the amusement 
field, the revolt, which has been steadily 
and rapidly growing, has progressed to an 
extent that justifies belief in a rapid return 
of the flesh theater to its former position of 
eminence. All signs point to restoration of 
the real theater. 

The photoplay will always be an inter- 
esting adjunct of the theater. It will always 
be an important appendage. But the aspira- 
tion of the tail to wag the dog is manifestly 
illogical. 


California Bill Which Would 


Abolish Tents Is Unreasonable 


HERE have been scores and scores of 

legislative bills detrimental to outdoor 

amusement interests introduced by 
members of legislatures, but none probably 
as severe to tent users and manufacturers 
as the bill proposing to wipe out completely 
the use of qoneee for public performance or 
exhibition in California. 

Here is a measure which, by all means, 
must be defeated, and we are glad to note, 
since the publication of the details of the 
bill in the last issue of The Billboard, that 
a number of organizations and individuals 
interested in the welfare of tented amuse- 
ments have answered “the call to arms” 
and are bringing pressure to bear to have 
the proposed piece of legislation killed. 

While no reason has been given for the 
bill, it would seem that it was brought about 
as a fire preventive measure because it reads 
“any tent or enclosure consisting of or 
mainly constructed of cotton, jute, canvas, 
cloth or any inflammable or nonfire-resistant 
textile material.” 

If such be the case the argument is un- 
sound. While it is true tents used by out- 
door enterprises will burn, at the same time 
they are almost as safe as a frame structure. 

Everybody knows that wood burns and 
on that score it would be no more unreason- 
able to ask that every public frame structure 
in California be put out of existence than it 
would to have the public tent abolished. 
Surely California has enough fire laws for 
protection of its people without resorting to 
the unreasonable. 

Every form of tented amusement is con- 
cerned, and just think, taking the circus for 


instance, what its abolishment from the 
State would mean to the youngsters. 
Then there are carnival, repertoire, dra- 


matic stock, vaudeville and other shows 
furnishing a variety of amusement which 
would not be permitted should the measure 
be adopted. To see these types of amuse- 
ment it would be necessary for California 
residents to go to other States. 

Could it be that opposing amusement 
interests have had “a finger in the pie?” 

Those who have not yet taken steps 
against this hostile measure should get into 
action at once, 


Use of the Net Does Not 
Imply Lack of Courage 


O ARTIST of the dare-devil type in 

circus or theater ever becomes sucii a 

perfect human machine and so bighly 
trained that he or she can ailord to spurn 
the safety of the net when giving ;-ublic ex- 
hibitions. 

The circus world recently has lost two 
performers, aerialists, in Katherine Solt, at 
Detroit, Mich., and Lillian Leitzel, at Copen- 
hagen, Denmark, as a result of fatal injuries 
from falls. May we suggest that all circus 
performers who present daring perform- 
ances in the air give their act with the aid 
of a net? The two perfarmers named did 
not perform above a net, and there are any 
number of others in the business who are 
doing likewise. 

No doubt there are some aerial artists 
who feel that performing without the use of 
a net adds a thrill to their presentation. 
Why take a chance of being injured, per- 
haps fatally, thru a fall, when having a net 
would have prevented it? Another thing, 
performers would be more at ease, knowing 
that if they did fall they would have protec- 
tion. The two fatal cases in the last several 
weeks would have been prevented if a net 
had been used. 

We are of the opinion that the use of a 
net will not, in any way, detract from an act 
and in many cases preserve to the world of 
the circus these precious lives. 

The passing of the two great artists of 
the circus arena gives pause for serious 
thought. Who doubts that either of these 
women who gave their lives to the profes- 
sion they adorned, if they were privileged 
to send back a message from the other 
world, would warn against the folly of 
courting violent death? 

The real artist, the real trouper, is he or 
she who gives the best of which they are 
capable. The audience and the employer 
are entitled to that much. But no more. 
The obligation ofthe performer does not ex- 
tend to a reckless disregard for safety. 

Some performers entertain the idea that 
extra hazards are demanded of them as a 
proof of courage. It is a mistaken idea. 
Too often what the performer honestly be- 
lieves to be a show of superlative pluck and 
which is essayed because he or she thinks 
employer and audience expect it is sheer 
foolhardiness. Undoubtedly it is real cour- 
age that inspires it, but the safety of great 
artists is of more importance to the profes- 
sion and-to the amusement public than the 
extra thrill the unnecessary imperiling of 
the performer’s life may give to a few blase 
spectators. 

There are neck-breaking chances enough 
with the net for any and all who attempt 
feats of daring such as were shown in the 
daily routine of Lillian Leitzel. Her won- 
derful skill was sufficiently apparent to the 
appreciative. Absence of the nét was not, 
necessary to prove her prowess. It is high 
time to draw the line between courage and 
reckless disregard of safety in the circus 
arena.

In re:,A letter, signed by an Al Sweet, 
telling about a performer in distress in 
Los Angeles, appeared in your issue of 
February 14, 1931. It was captioned “As 
to Actors in Distress”. Ordinarily it is 
deemed wise to ignore similar stories and 
so avert controversy. The performer 
indicated was by the main Office re- 
ferred to Charles Miller, who represents 
both the Actors’ Equity and the Actors’ 
Fund in Los Angeles. After a careful 
investigation he made an adverse report 
and closed the case. 

This performer is known to the NVA, 
as well as to the Brooklyn Bureau of 
Charities and the Welfare Division of 
the Los Angeles Charities. Their re- 
ports are, to say the least, very unsatis- 
factory. 

We actors are grateful to you for your 
helpfulness and sympathy, both with 
Fquity’s and the Fund’s problems.

Harking Back 
Editor The Billboard: 


I don’t think a little reminiscence of 
my early entry into the show business 
could be anything other than interest- 
ing to readers of the Forum. I am get- 
ting along in years now and am. prac- 
tically retired from continuous road- 
show service beyond occasional special 
trips with managers of tented attrac- 
tions, who frequently like to have me 
along with them as a guest, adviser and 
observer of what might or what might 
not be improved on around their ex- 
hibitions, 

Regardless of the fact that I spend 
now a portion of each winter in Penn- 
sylvania and New York State in connec- 
tion with old-time fiddling contests con- 
ducted and directed by Billy Munn, of 
Garland, Pa., also an old-time trouper 
of the old school, I never forget about a 
show I started of my own in West Vir- 
ginia about 40 years ago. I didn't trav- 
ci by railroad. My motive power was 
furnished by an iron-gray 800-pound 
horse that drew the outfit, people and 
all, on a small canopy-topped platform 
spring wagon. 

This wagon had aq pole for a team, but 
we took the pole out and hung it along- 
side the wagon, so we could use it again 
when we got money enough to buy an- 
other horse. I had already invested $20 
in the first horse and got the second- 
hend rolling stock (or wagon) for $8 at 
a sheriff's sale. 

My advance work was done from the 
back of the horse. I rode him, carrying 
the paste brush, paper, etc., on his back. 
We were only billed 24 hours ahead. But 
we made a daily parade after Our ar- 
rival and the unloading of the wagon, 
which carried four people, one trunk, 
three suitcases, a bale of hay, a bag of 
oats and a cooking outfit. We ate in 
the open air and s@metimes in the hall, 
schoolhouse or other place of exhibition. 
The wagon had only one seat—in front. 

We put a feather duster in the horse's 
bridle, handle downward. I got on a 
kitchen chair and played the violin. 
Making various announcements while 
the singer-magician-harmonicist, a Mr. 
Raker, drove the wagon, or rather the 
horse, covering a large tract of tcrritory 
and advertising the fact that we had a 
strictly moral, refined exhibition and 
permitted no gambling. Our prices were 
15 and 25 cents. The exhibition con- 
Sisted of my violin solos. 

We had good clog and jig dancing, 
magic, singing by our quartet, juggling 
and a free outside exhibition of wire 
walking. We did a good business. 

At one place a country storekeeper as 
I passed his place said to me: “Do you 
belong to the show?” I replied: “No, 
sir; the show belongs to me.” 

Well, I have been with a good many 
different aggregations since that time, 
particularly under canvas, and Many 
road shows, in the theaters, vaudeville 
houses, ete. I’ve led Uncle Tom’s Cabin 
orchestras, spliced rope, lettered many 
theater fronts, lectured in front of side 
shows and drove a four-horse team 
many a time when the regular driver 
failed to show up for parade.

W. L. Main on Nicknames 
Editor The Billboard: 

As to circus nicknames, I don't believe 
in them. There was a time not many 
ears ago when the great American pub- 
lic looked upon traveling shows much 
‘he same as they did gypsies. But with 
‘he classy way that the big shows have 
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been operated this feeling has sort of 
died away, and if the circus owners in 
North America will pull together and 
keep their shows high class and first 
class we might be eventually considered 
as good as anyone else. 

If we make mistakes and have short- 
comings I don’t believe in publishing 
it to the world. 

The cleaner we keep our shows and 
the more respect we show each other 
the more patronage we can expect. 

A few of the nicknames I have heard 
of the different folks, and a great many 
of them with my own big circus, are as 
follows: Crummy Dick, Kidneyfoot Bob, 
Shorty, Smithy, Blacky, Fat, Three- 
Fingered Bob, Cooktent Slim, Sawmill 
George, Hookrope Rodner and many 
others that I don't recall. 

In 1895 W. E. Pranklin was my gen- 
eral agent. When a young man he was 
agent for Shelby Pullman and Hamil- 
ton’s Circus. Later he operated his own 
five-car show with his partners, King 
and Burke. Then he went to the Bar- 
num Show as traffic manager in '92, '93 
and 94. Franklin was born in Wafseka, 
Il., and when he joined the Main Cir- 
cus some comedian with the Barnum 
Show had nicknamed him Watseka Bill. 
I tried to have this name eliminated as 
much as possible, as William Franklin 
was an aristocratic sort of a fellow 

In 1930 one of the managers of the 
Main Circus had a nickname that might 
sound all right on the Western prairies, 
but I don’t believe it would take in New 
England. Of all the nicknames I ever 
heard this one was the worst. It might 
sound all right for some of the boys 
around the camp fire, but for a regular 
manager to enjoy a title like that is 
something I can’t understand.

“And Double in B. and O.” 
Editor The Billboard: 


Following food for thought is offered 
for the benefit of the “penny-wise and 
pound-foolish” repertoire manager of 
tent shows and other similar attractions 
who, for economic reasons, engage in- 
experienced people in preference to le- 
gitimate actors. 

According to statistics, business for 
the last few years was none too lucra- 
tive for 75 per cent of the repertoire 
shows. However, this unfortunate fact 
can be attributed to the wave of finan- 
ciel depression that has swept—and still 
continues to sweep—our country. .And 
in the face of chaotic conditicns, the 
repertoire manager will be compelled to 
give the people of the towns he caters 
to more for their money than ever be- 
fore in order to inveigle them to pat- 
renize his show. He must seriously con- 
sider the competition of the radio and 
talking pictures and remember that one 
ean hear the best music offered by the 
ceymphony orchestras and bands over the 
air; also that one can see and hear won- 
derfully acted dramas on the screen. 
Even the people in the “sticks” have 
been educated and can discriminate be- 
tween go0d and bad acting. Therefore, 
this brings me to the point I wish to 
make: 

A great many repertoire managers 
have gone into these little towns with 
their dramatic shows, year after year, 
making the unfortunate error of allow- 
ing canvasmen, motor-truck drivers and 
the like to play important. parts that 
should have been intrusted to capable 
actors. And that is not all. How many 
times have you read want-ads in the 
theatrical trade papers where they have 
advertised for actors who pley instru- 
ments and double on stage. “Aye! there's 
the rub”, for I do not exaggerate when 
I state that 75 per cent of the “horn 
tooters”, “clarinet guzzlers”, saxophone 
“windjammers” and other musically jn- 
clined wizards do not know how to réad 
a line for dramatic value or make a 
proper exit from the stage. And yet 
managers will clutter up their stages 
with just this sort of actors. 

With the amazing amount of unem- 
ployed actors only too willing to work 
for a meager salary to offset the hard 
times these unwise managers sacrifice 


the show in order to make a splurge 
with a seven-piece orchestra. They 
think the townsfolk fall for the “band”. 
What a colossa? mistake! If the towns- 
folk want to hear music they can hear 
“horn tcoting” over the radio—and darn 
good “tooting” too. The sooner these 
managers realize that old papa Shake- 
Speare knew what he was Saying when 
he said “The Play’s the Thing” the bet- 
ter off they'll be. And in order to have 
the play they must have good actors. 
It is better by far to have one competent 
piano player in the pit and a stage full 
of good actors than a pit full of actor- 
musicians, with the emphasis on musi- 
cians, ballyhoo or no ballyhoo. You can 
feol some of the people some of the 
time, but—well, we shall let it go at 
that, for I've forgotten the rest of Lin- 
coln’s speech.

Safety First

I would just like to mention some- 
thing all corporations are drilling on 
every day except the circus performers, 
and that’s “safety first”. 

All the big circuses are using the 
very latest in trapeze, slack and tight 
wire and other similar acts without the 
use Of a net, and I presume it’s the 
placing of the act with the performers’ 
own equipment, which, of course, is 
their privilege. But a net, in case of 
accident, does not detract from the act 
in the least. 

We have had two fatal cases in the 
last couple of weeks, both of which 
would have been prevented if a net had 
becn used. I do not know very much 
about Mrs. Solt, who was killed in De- 
troit week before last, but I do know 
that the death of Lillian Leitzel has 
robbed the ¢ircus world of one of the 
brightest stars ever known; and, to 
think, not her fault. Something that 
could happen any time without a 
moment's warning. 

When the latter was in Lexington last 
August with Ringling Brcthers more 
than one wished she would quit, as they 
did not like to see her take a chance 
like that, with no protection whatever 
in case something happened. I am not 
blaming circus Owners or the performers, 
but why take a chance when a protec- 
tion tike a net would prevent it and at 
the same time not detract from the act? 
Patrons would enjoy it more, as could 
look at it and not be worried in case 
something should break, the performer 
miss something or a high wind whipping 
the tent cause trouble. 

I want to compliment you on your 
color scheme on The Billbcard covers, 
Not the same old thing every week. The 
change gives it more of a newsy appear- 
ance, keeping up with the times.

Tells of Motorized Circus 
Editor The Billboard: 


Permit me to say a few things about 
motor circuses and their future. 

In the issue of The Billboard dated 
February 21 I read an article written 
by Col. Zack Miller, of the 101 Ranch, 
in which he states that the railroad 
circuses will pass out before five years. 
It may not be that soon. But let us 
say 10. That is, if the new circus man- 
agers entering the motor circus field 
don’t make a misfit out of their new 
motor circuses and go broke before the 
real days come for the motor circuses. 
What I mean by a misfit is, they will 
try to make too big a motor circus be- 
fore the public realizes that a circus 
with all its animals, live stock and peo- 
ple can be successfully transported by 
auto trucks. A motor circus carrying 40 
trucks of its own is a big motor circus 
of this day, but later they will carry 
more than 100 trucks. 

For 30 years I have been in advance 
of shows, from two cars up. Most of 
my time has been in advance of circuses 
as advance car manager, local contractor, 
press contractor and agent. Up to last 
season I was with the railroad circuses. 
The past season I was general agent for 


Barnett Bros’ Circus. Will say that my 
s€ason was not a season of grief, as most 
agents find it. It was a season of pleas- 
ure, and I alone routed, contracted the 
locals and looked after the hewspapers 
in all stands. 


I traveled by car, a coach, and along 
with me I carried my personal baggage, 
the cuts, mats and all contracts. At 
three stands we had some close opposi- 
tion and at other stands I preceded the 
other shows by several weeks. The rea- 
s0n is a truck-show agent can avoid 
Opposition. He has unlimited field. He 
can jump away in one day from any 
Opposition and move his show out of 
tough territory. To move the advance 
of a truck show is nothing compared 
with a railroad show. We just bill the 
spot and move on to the next one. 

A truck show is much easier to con- 
tract than a railroad show. Just now 
when you say “a truck show” most city 
Officials and lot men class you along 
with small repertoire shows and give 
you a repertoire show rate unless you 
bump into a “one-lot town”. Then you 
either pay or keep going. But in most 
cases they can be shaved. I have cut 
Iots to almost nothing for a truck show, 
where the season hefore I was asked al- 
most a prohibitive price for the lot. 
Billing is much easier on your men, 
consequently billers are easier to handle 
and more apt to finish the season with 
you. 

The nut of your advance is nothing 
compared to a railroad circus. Paper 
shipments can come on by parcel post, 
cutting down the high freight and ex- 
press rates. And your season is longer. 
A contractor making one town each day 
ahead of a railroad circus is considered a 
fast-stepping agent. And I have made 
two a day, but not every day. This was 
in order to gain some time and spend 
more time in some tough spot that I 
knew would take me two days at my 
very best. 

At this day billing a truck show out 
15 miles is plenty. The public can't 
realize a motor circus yet. But each 
year brings the motor show closer to 
the circus-going public. I have tried 
this billing thing and know. 

One agent ahead of a motor truck 
show is enough. He can do all the con- 
tracting and have time to take care of 
the press. I have contracted as many as 
four towns in one day for a motor show 
and drove 150 miles, and also looked 
after all newspapers, city daubs, etc. One 
man with each billing crew as a car 
manager is enough! To have more men 
around you only wasting time and 
money. A 40-truck circus can be heavily 
billed within a 15-mile radius of your 
show stand with eight men. And aver- 
age 3,000 sheets daily, which is con- 
sidered heavy billfmg for a 49-truck cir- 
cus. And bill the territory solid, which 
means a great deal more to the show, 
than “getting the count” end billing 
cut 40 miles. A motor circus with a 
daily nut of over $1,900 is just out of 
luck at the present time, as a satisfac- 
tory performance can be given for a nut 
not over $600 per day. 

Opposition will be much keener in 
time to come when everything becomes 
motorized, unless the shows organize 
and stay that way. But how many will? 


What I have told you are facts. Watch 
the motor circus grow.

Some shows already 
have started activities in cleaning up 
here, repairing there and making an 
effort to get things in tip-top shape for 
the season's grind. And they are to be 
commended for their action.

However, there are some outfits that 
don’t pay a great deal of attention to 
dressing up their paraphernalia. We 
have seen shows in the spring that had 
not been painted or otherwise given an 
appearance of freshness, which leads 
one to believe that real interest in the 
outfit is lacking. To make a show in- 
viting and prosperous looking it needs 
at least a fresh coat of paint before the 
season’s opening. 

. . . 


The outward appearance of a show 
Means a great deal. It is not really 
necessary to have new equipment every 
Season, but let what paraphernalia you 
have be gotten in shape so that it will 
look presentable. Remember, prospec- 
tive customers have a keen eye and 
judge a show by its exterior appearance. 
If it doesn’t look any too good to them 
they will say that the performance can’t 
be much and, consequenfly, stay away. 


It’s the manager always planning and 
doing things who succeeds—the one who 
has his heart and soul in the show. 
The manager who does not believe in 
brushing up each year only lays himself 
open to adverse public criticism, and 
that by no means is good for the pro- 
fession in general. If you are going out 
this season and haven't done anything 
in the preparation of your outfit, it’s 
high time that you get busy or else 
suffer the consequences.

For 
many years Miss Leitzel used no other 
music for her act but this waltz. 


FELIX MORALES in- 
form that they had very nice engage- 
ments for Billy Correll in Dayton, O., 
Evansville, Ind., and St. Louis. On their

The show has covered seven countries 
and business has been all that could be 
expected under existing circumstances, 
The revolutions were a little annoying, 
but no serious trouble was experienced.

He is one 
of the well-known contestants of earlier 
Gays., His record for a half-mile track 
in Roman-standing riding is 51 seconds. 
His bulldogging record is 5.2. Ben also 


won a lot of bronk riding contests in 
his day. He contested at Pendleton, 
Eugene, Calgary and many other shows 
in the Northwest. He hails originally 
from Toppenish, Wash. 


TIN HORN HANK KEENEN, rodeo 
clown, writes that he wishes to “spike” 
@ rumor that reached his ears recently 
that he had been killed in an auto- 
mobile wreck in New Mexico some time 
ago. Says his family and stock escaped 
with slight injuries and will continue 
their traveling. Hank wrote from Holly- 
wood, just previous to leaving there to 
clown the rodeo at Phoenix, Ariz. 


THE EXECUTIVES of the Visalia 
(Calif.) Rodeo are to again include the 
Fiesta in connection with their two-day 
rodeo in June as last year. The affair 
promises to be one of the largest and 
most colorful in that section of the 
State, with a long parade, including 
bands, Indians, stage coaches, prairie 
schooners and much atmosphere of the 
old gold-rush days. Incidentally, Visalia 
is the home of Clay Carr, who was 
awarded the all-’round cowboy cham- 
pionship for last year by the RAA. The 
Fiesta will start the evening preceding 
the regular rodeo events. 


PRAIRIE LILLIE ALLEN and Red Tei- 
man staged a 10-day Wild West show at 
Santa Ana, Calif., closing Saturday, 
February 21. Lillie rode bronks in fine 
style. Joe Mullens and his son, Tom, 
and daughter did some trick roping. Joe 
suffered a broken hand while riding a 
bronk. Tex Arnold, 63, one of the oldest 
cowboys in action, rode the horse, “Peek- 
aboo Johnnie”.: Sam Ball did arena 
work. Tex Chase and Joe Edwards rode 
bronks. Gilbert Lee rode bronks and 
bareback. On February 22 Lillie did 
exhibition rides on bronks on an El 
Rodeo Saddle Club program at Olinda. 


WORD REACHED The Biilboard last 
week that three contestants had started 
the 1931 rodeo season in a tie for first 
place for the Rodeo Association of 
America championship. The announce- 
ment, made by Secretary Fred S. Mc- 
Cargar, of the association, was released 
from Salinas, Calif., and reported that 
Pete Knight, Calgary; John Bowman, 
Trent, Tex., and Shorty Ricker, Bridge- 
water, Neb., came out of the first rodeo, 
finished yesterday at Tucson, with 200 
points each. The next rodeo is to be 
held at Red Bluff, Calif., April 25 and 
26, according to McCargar. 


NOTES FROM the Compton-Hughes 
Attractions — Cy Compton and Jack 
Hughes—The show has so far played the 
Hardee County (Fla.) Strawberry Festi- 
val; the Moose Conclave, at Sarasota, 
and the South Florida Fair (with Jones 
Shows), at Tampa, and is now back in 
winter quarters on the Wilkison Ranch, 
about 10 miles from Pahokee, Fla., home 
town of Jack Hughes. The regular sea- 
son for the outfit will open at a South- 
ern park May 14, and all season will be 
under the Wirth-Hamid banner. All the 
stock is at quarters, and all the people 
comfortably quartered in dwelling 
houses at the ranch, and are breaking 
Roman-standing teams, chariot teams, 
jumpers, menage horses, etc. Tommy 
Cropper is ranch foreman and breaking 
the jumping horses and hurdle mules. 
Pete Adams and Poncho Villa are build- 
ing steer carts for the comedy acts. Alice 
Adams, Peggy Murray and Myrtle Comp- 
ton are working menage horses. Curly 
McCall and Eeidie Rosenbery are break- 
ing some roping and bulldogging horses. 
Col. Wilkison (Indian superintendent) is 
lining up the Indian numbers; Jimmy 
Almeida, his liberty act; Juan Gonzalez, 
breaking his new wife in for the whip 
act, and, in fact, everything is running 
along smooth as can be, and all hands 
are always ready to respond when 
“Slim”, the Negro cook, hollas “chuck”. 


WILD JIM LYNCH wrote in part from 
Laredo, Tex.: “While making a test run 
with an automobile at Benham, Tex., 
I met Reece Locket, whom the boys will 
remember as being popular with Tex 
Austin’s London Rodeo. A fine fellow, 
and he has a wife and home to be proud 


of. My wife and I were guests at dinner 
at their home and looked over a won- 
derful set of rodeo pictures and talked 
Over old times. I came to Laredo to 
take in the Washington's Birthday Cele- 
bration, and what a celebration it was! 
Met Jack Case and Milt Hinkle—and 
here’s where the fun began. I hazed a 
couple of steers for Case and bulldogged 
from a horse at the rodeo on the Mexi- 
can side of the border—seemed like old 
times. It had been announced by the 
promoter that a certain fellow would 
attempt to bulldog a steer from an air- 
plane, and under contract with the 
Mexican officials. Time came for it, and 
the fellow did not appear, altho the 
plane did. A high official was in charge 
for the Mexican interests, and it began 
looking dark for the promoter. “Stunt 
to take place within 15 minutes’”—or 
else. Milt Hinkle made the attempt as 
@ substitute. The pilot put the plane 
over the steer a couple of times, too 
close for the jump, and the third time 
he ‘cornered’ the steer with a !anding 
wheel, knocking it down. This threw 
the plane off balance and brought it to 
a sudden stop in a cloud of dust, after 
breaking the landing gears — tore up 
about 100 yards of Mexican turf and 
gave Milt probably the greatest thrill 
he has had in years. However, the act 
Satisfied the several thousand spectators. 
Also visited the bull ring and saw the 
Speed and accuracy of Marcial Salanda 
in bull fighting. I might add that I 
have taken another step forward in 
amusements, having acquired, with my 
brother, Ray Lynch, apparatus to drive 
automobiles by radio control.” 


REGARDING THE “Buckskin Bill” 
sobriquet, William Victor Nethken, the 
veteran sharpshooter and showman, 
writes from Exmore, Pa.—‘“Dear Rowdy 
Waddy: I am inclosing an article refer- 
ring to the first Buckskin Bill show. 
Of course we all know of the Wild West 
organized by Terrell Brothers, of Padu- 
cah, Ky., about 1898. They had me 
hired to head the outfit, but they didn’t 
go out the season they started to. Then 
they wrote me that the show would go 
cut the following spring and my con- 
tract held good. I wrote back that I 
was already signed with Gollmar Broth- 
ers and couldn’t go with them. They 
replied that they had gotten a lot of 
‘Buckskin Bill’ paper, and that it was 
going to be the Buckskin Bill Show 
whether I was with it or not. I told 
them to go to it. You know the rest. 
I am writing the straight of this Buck- 
skin Bill business, as I have been asked 
so much about who the real Buckskin 
Bill was and thought I would explain. 
I have deen professionally known as 
Buckskin Bill since 1891. I am now 60 
years old and going strong. I have been 
doing a shooting act 39 years and am 
still working at it. Regarding ‘Montane’ 
Meechey’s recollections of the Buckskin 
Bill Show: The first, or original, Buck- 
skin Bill Show of any note took to the 
road May 4, 1893. The opening stand 
was at Punxsutawney, Pa. The show was 
an eight-car outfit showing under a 
brand-new Baker tent, 120 roundtop, 
with two 50-foot middles, and had three 
bands, including Chief Silverheel’s Sen- 
eca Indian Cornet Band, of Salamanca, 
N. ¥. The show was owned by John G. 
Bennet, a hotel man of Punxsutawney, 
About. the middle of the season the 
Central House, Bennet’s hotel, burned 
down without insurance. Bennet paid 
everybody and closed the show. I was 
engaged in the fall of 1892, when I was 
doing a horseback shooting act with 
Kennedy Brothers’ Wild West at the 
Punxsutawney Fair, by Bennet to head 
the show. He liked the title of Buckskin 
Bill's Wild West. I haven't the space 
here to mention the talent engaged for 
the arena, but it was of the highest 
class.” 


IT SEEMS that Will Rogers “slipped 
a cog”, at least from an old-time pro- 
fessional standpoint, when he “kidded” 
(or whatever it was) about a “stranded 
circus” and the feeding of its elephant 
at Fort Smith, Ark. This editor received 
a letter from a showman acquaintance 
in Pittsburgh, after reading the syndi- 
cated article, who took the matter seri- 


ously (especially since its being written 
by a former showman himself), and even 
offered to take up a donation among 
showfolks in the Pittsburgh district to 
aid the show at Fort Smith. Also there 
are rumors from many places assistance 
was Offered. To this scribe it doesn’t 
look like very good comedy, even if 
it could be founded on fact. 


IT IS NOT the policy of this depart- 
ment to indulge in “inside stuff" con- 
cerning the making of rules, etc., by 
the RAA, except from a news angle and 
matters consistent to the readers. Nu- 
merous opinions have been submitted 
for publication, all of a sort of a sug- 
gestive nature, but because of the fact 
that suggestions should be given direct 
to the association’s officials for their 
consideration and action, they were not 
published. However, since there is 
usually a better all-round understand- 
ing gained thru discussion, following are 
excerpts from a letter from Johnnie 
Slater, contestant, from Alamosa, Colo.— 
regarding a daily newspaper report of 
the recent convention decision of having 
classification of contests, etc.: “Mr. Mc- 
Carty criticized the present scoring sys- 
tem. He claimed that many of those 
awarded championships by the associa> 
tion, won their points at the small shows, 
where the competition was not keen, 
thus making it impossible for those who 
ride at only the bigger shows, such as 
Pendleton and Cheyenne, to gain as 
mahy points as the less-talented per- 
formers who visit only the small shows, 
and Mr. Hass, RAA vice-presient, sug- 
gested that since the performers are 
given points for placing at the 30 shows 
listed as RAA, each show be classified — 
the points won in larger shows to count 
more than those in the shows of less 
magnitude. This protest was based upon 
the conferring of all-round champion 
on Clay Carr. Perhaps it is true that 
Clay won this title by attending mostly 
California shows. The fact that he, or 
any of the other boys, play the shows 
in one territory certainly does not con- 
firm the statement that their competi- 
tion is less keen than that of the boys 
who follow the rodeos in another sec- 
tion. As many of the others, Clay has 
chosen the rodeo game as his means of - 
livelihood, and there is no reason why 
a boy should run all over the country, . 
jumping from State to State, to make 
shows where he can follow what one 
might call a circuit, but make more and 
Save more and still gain his points from 
the RAA. As for competition, a boy who 
follows such routine finds himself but 
one of many who find it more conven- 
ient to stay in one territory than to run 
from one end of the country to the 
other. These boys ail have equal advan. 
tages. They know the stock used in 
their particular section. They become 
accustomed to the tactics of their fellow 
contenders, and they eventually become 
acquainted with people who are inter- 
ested in rodeos thruout the vicinity 
(committeemen, judges and those we say 
are ‘on the in’). Looking at that from 
an individual standpoint it is an ad- 
vantage—collectively, it means competi- 
tion., With the majority of those con- 
testing on an equal par, can this com- 
petition be anything but stiff? Perhaps 
some of the shows do lack the publicity 
of Calgary, Cheyenne and Pendleton, but 
the fact that a show is held under a 
less spacious audience does not make @ 
show smaller to the boys themselves— 
they are there to win their honors and 
contend for awards, not to notice the 
audiences. The prize money may be @ 
little less. Every RAA show cannot put 
up, the same purses. Still, the boys 
must buck competition and plenty of it 
to win any of the prizes. If the RAA 
wants to do something for the cowboys, 
why don’t they devise a system to Judge 
these shows whereby the cowboys, with 
or without a reputation, can be assured 
of fair play?”

Single tickets produce $288,651—-$44.658 realized from 
strip sale—grand stand brings in $121,351—ground ex- 
penses reach $71,085—$130.087 spent for advertising 


TORONTO, Feb. 28.—When the annual statement is presented 
before the directors of the Canadian National Exhibition it will be 


shown that single fair tickets produced the most revenue. 


Single 


admissions to the fair totaled $288,651 for 1920. In addition, $44,658 


was realized from the sale of strip tickets at five for $1. 


revenue from all forms of admis- 
sions totaled $559,693. Some of 
the larger items are: Grand stand, 
$121,351; special shows, $77,510; 
Coliseum arena, $7,725; art gal- 
lery, $6,528, and cat and dog show, 
$3,653. Revenue from indoor 
space concessions, etc., was $284,- 
788, and outdoor space and con- 
cessions, $166,067. 

The big swims cost %37,776, of which 
$27,680 was paid in prizes. Grand-stand 
performances cost $98,018. Coliseum 
performances cost $11,520 and bands were 
hired at an outlay of $34,865. 

Total ground expenses are put at 
$71.985, of which $13,994 was spent for 
keeping them clean. In the administra- 
tive section salaries are shown at $51,286, 
while those of ticket sellers, superin- 
tendents, ushers and takers amounted to 
$22,099. It cost $130,087 to advertise the 
exhibition, of which the largest amount, 
$52.026, was spent in newspapers. Free 
meals for directors, judges, police and 
employees cost $12,107.

HE SUBJECT of fair publicity at vari. 
ous group meetings this winter came 
in for greater discussion than prob- 


ably ever before. Much good is bound 
to come of this. Heretofore numerous 
secretaries and managers were somewhat 
if not completely in the dark as to the 
requirements of the press from an edi- 
torial standpoint, but we believe it is not 
pretty clear in their minds that it takes 
publicity with the elements of news to 
see print in these times. The days of the 
slush or gush type have passed, with rare 
if any exceptions. 

As an illustration of what publicity of 
the right sort means, we herewith reprint 
an editorial, headed “They Did a Good 
Job”, from the special fair edition of The 
De Land Sun News of February 11: 

. . . 

“The De Land Sun News congratulates 
Willis B. Powell, publicity manager for 
the Volusia County Fair. He even went 
into the remote places with his adver- 
tising campaign, and he did a good job 
of it. Everywhere in Florida the fair 
story has been vividly and fully pre- 
sented to the people. Mr. Powell's pub- 
licity was attractively and entertainingly 
done. Thru newspapers and magazines 
of the State and in some instances of 
the nation the Volusia County Fair was 
presented. More than 5,000 inches of 
publicity stories were printed—enough 
t> fill 33 pages the size of Sun News 
pages. 


“Newspapers were liberal because they 
recognized in Mr. Powell's publicity sto- 
ries the elements of news. In fact, they 
were news stories. When Powell tells a 
story of soil values and growth values it 
is removed from the category of public- 
ity and placed in that of news.

“And The Sun News whole-heartedly 
congratulates Earl W. Brown, secretary- 
manager, and Willis B. Powell, publicity 
manager, of the eighth annwal Volusia 
County Fair. They did a good job in 
the best possible way.” 


CO-OPERATIVE working agreement 
between the International Motor 
Contest Association and the con- 

test board of the American Automobile 
Association, covering the licensing of 
drivers and harmonizing of rules govern- 
ing dirt-track racing for the coming year, 
was ratified at a meeting in Chicago 
February 1€, as stated in our last issue.

Under the new arrangement, 
drivers licensed by the AAA may partici- 
pate in IMCA races by taking out a 
license with that organization and drivers 
licensed by the IMCA may take part in 
races sanctioned by the AAA by taking 
out an AAA license. Each association 
has also agreed to recognize disciplinary 
measures, fines, suspensions, etc., im- 


posed by the other organization. The |two 
groups are also making plans to ‘har- 
monize the principal rules governing 
dirt-track racing and drivers in the! in- 
terest of furthering the development of 
racing thruout the country on a beyter 
basis.

Aid Question 
Causes Alarm 


British Columbia Fairs ad- 
vised Agricultural Depart- 
ment not promising grants 


The question of grants to fairs 
in British Columbia this year is 
indefinite. Hon. William Atkin- 
son, Minister of Agriculture, so 
informed, thru letter, the British 
Columbia Fairs Association at its 
10th annual meeting, held in the 
offices of the Royal Agricultural 
and Industrial Society at New 
Westminster. 

“In view of repeated requests for as- 
surances that grants be paid to the fair 
associations on the basis of former 
years,” wrote the minister, “I feel that 
your organization should be advised that 
this department has not given assurance 
to any association and cannot give as- 
surance that the policy adopted in the 
future will be in conformity with what 
has transpired in the past, nor can 
promises be given that any grants what- 
ever will be paid during the coming 
season. I trust that in planning the 
work Of your various associations for 
this year you will take into considera- 
tion the absence of any commitment by 
the Department of Agriculture.” 

The suggestion contained in the let- 
ter that the Department of Agriculture 
cannot see fit to assure the usual grants 
was viewed with alarm by the associa- 
tion, and by resolution it was agreed 
that the association was strongly of the 
opinion that it would be extremely 
detrimental at present to in any way 
disturb the existing arrangement, as 
this would seriously hamper the work 
of the different fairs thruout the 
province, and undoubtedly would elimi- 
nate a great many of them, as they rely 
largely upon the government support in 
order to function. “We therefore,” con- 
tinues the resolution, “humbly request 
that this matter be given your most 
careful consideration before any such 
action should be taken, and further, 
that immediate information should be 
furnished this association, as your de- 
cision will have a vital bearing on the 
future actions of the fairs thruout the 
province.” 

Another resolution adopted was that 
the executive directors of the associa- 
tion number five instead of three, the 
constitution and by-laws to be amended 
accordingly. 

The meeting consumed one day. 
Archie Hogg gave the address of welcome 
from the New Westminster Chamber of 
Commerce. W. J. Bonavia, secretary of 
the association, was not able to be pres- 
ent owing to illness. H. M. Streight 
addressed the gathering briefly. W. H. 
Mearns, acting secretary, informed the 
meeting that owing to the illness of 
Bonavia the secretary’s report was not 
available, but would be mailed to the 
members shortly. . 

The following committees were ap- 
pointed: Resolutions—E. H. Barton, W. 
Mufford, C. M. Rolston, James Blair, E. 
M. Whyte, J. Lewis. Dates—D. E. Mac-

Says Concessions Needed, 
But They Must Be Clean 


HARTFORD. Conn., Feb. 28.—At the 
recent annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion of Connecticut Fairs here, John E. 
sifford, former secretary of the oldest 
agricultural fair in the country, which 
recently closed up its business, told of 
some of the reasons why fairs failed, 
and came out most emphatically tn op- 
position to the dishonest concessionaire. 
He said that there was no place and no 
need at the agricultural fair for the 
crooked, cut-throat gamblers, as they 
added nothing and materially weakened 
the public's faith in the institution, 


Gifford did not advise running a fair 
without concessions, but urged the fairs 
to have only good, clean and reliable 
concession men. Herbert A. Cleaveland, 
president of Terryville Fair, supported 
Gifford in his contention that the un- 
desirables should net be allowed on the 
grounds. He explained that their ex- 
perience had been that it was not diffi- 
cult to keep the undesirable ones away 
er to force them off the grounds if it 
was found necessary, as the State law 
makes it possible to take necessary ac- 
tion in reference to gambling or inde- 
cent shows. 


Keeping Our Fairs Abreast of the 
Times was the subject of a talk by 
Glenn C. Sevey, editor of The New Eng- 
land Homestead. Sevey told the fairs 
that in making changes in programs 
they should not try to “ape” the large 
exposition, as they were serving an en- 
tirely different field. He advised them 
to look to the needs of their own im- 
mediate community and build their fair 
program so that it would fulfill these 
requirements, and then the fair would 
become a most influential factor and its 
success assured. 


Rain has caused financial disaster at 
several Connecticut fairs during the last 
few years, and Leonard J. Selden, sec- 
retary of Haddam Neck Grange Fair, 
explained their experience with rain in- 
surance. Selden said if it were not for 
the rain insurance they carried, Haddam 
Neck Fair would have been forced out 
of existence. During the period in which 
they have carried rain insurance the 
fair has been able to show a. profit. 
Selden gave figures for the last six years 
showing the premium costs and the 
money they have collected thru insur- 
ance. He advised the fairs to consider 
most seriously the benefits derived thru 
rain insurance for Haddam Neck Fair 
and the advisability of each fair in the 
State taking out rain insurance in order 
to offset possible financial failure. 


Elliott H. Platt, director of the Fairs 
Publicity Committee, gave a detailed re- 
port of the committee's activity during 
the past year, and the association voted 
to have the work continued and to place 
on record a vote of thanks to the press 
which co-operated so fully with the 
committee in its effort to have the 
people secure a _ better understanding 
about the fairs of Connecticut. Platt 
said that while fairs thruout the coun- 
try had been participating in a pretty 
general decrease in receipts, those in 
Connecticut had withstood the period 
of business readjustment and showed 
only a slight decrease this past year, 
which was largely caused on account of 
heavy rains.

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ILL L. WHITE offers a suggestion 
in the February edition of the 
National Association of Amuse- 

ment Parks’ Bulletin for the promotion 
ef good will by park managers estab- 
lishing contacts with clubs and civic 
bodies. If followed out, much good is 
bound to come of this bit of advice. 

“Mauy clubs and civic bodies would 
welcome a _ speaker,” declares White. 
“Every member of the NAAP could and 
should aid our association and at the 
same time popularize his recreation cen. 
ter by seeking opportunities to speak 
before various organizations within a 
60-mile radius of his park.” 

After explaining why this should be 
done, White tells how to do it. “Send 
out letters to every Chamber of Com- 
merce, Better Business Bureau, real 
estate board, Rotary, Kiwanis, Lions and 
Exchange club, not forgetting women's 
ciubs, good govérnment and parent- 
teachers’ associations, village improve- 
ment societies, Y. M. and Y. W. C. A.’s, 
K. of C.’s, etc., all of whom are con- 
stantly seeking speakers who will not 
expect payment for their services. Des- 
ignate fall and winter seasons as the 
Only time available for your appearance.” 

He urges avoiding reading the address. 
“Write it, put it away for a day or two, 
then read it over and revise several 
times,” he advises. “When familiar with 
the various subjects, condense your ad- 
dress by using a system of cards, each 
subject numbered in rotation on a sepa- 
rate card, with the predominating fea- 
ture of that subject written as a re- 
minder. Continue this method thru the 
speech, using cards in rotation as a re- 
minder of each important subject you 
wish to discuss.” 

The talk, White suggests, should be 
principally on the necessity of commer- 
cial amusement and its stability and 
reliability. “Tell them what you do in 
the winter,” he says. “Tell them why 
you go to our annual convention. How 
you find out from the other fellow’s 
methods better ways of improving your 
place as evidenced by such facts as clean 
walks, rigidly enforced sanitary codes, 
courteous and efficient police who are 
equal to any emergency, laboratory su- 
pervision of refreshments in many parks, 
and your desire to make your park and 
‘hespitality’ synonymous; maximum of 
regard to safety appliances as developed 
by our Safety Code Committee; of oper- 
ating and engineering experts who serve 
on these“committees to .protect the pub- 
lic and your business. Tell them of 
more than $200.000,000 invested in this 
great commercial amusement field and 
safeguards taken to protect that enor- 
mous investment and the public. How 
fradulent park promotions are checked 
and, in many instances, prevented thru 
co-operation with Chambers of Com- 
merce, Boards of Trade and Better Busi- 
ness Bureaus.” 

Among other things White suggests 
discussing the exhibition end of the 
NAAP convention; how the officers of 
NAAP are meeting the demands of a4 
modern discriminating public; the ever- 
increasing popularity of healthy sports 
as part of an amusement park, such as

anniversary of the birth of George 
Washington, 

President James A. Donovan then 
stressed the need of close co-operation 
in killing off blue-law measures, espe- 
cially as they concerned Sunday opera- 
tion. He warned the members that it 
was inadvisable to attempt too much 
pressure at one time and he recom- 
mended that they take things slowly and 
quietly on the Sunday problem rather 
than in asking too many concessions. 

Donovan said that several park men 
had thought the association should 
have supported the faction opposing 
Sunday professional baseball in Massa- 
chusetts. He pointed out, however, 
that any measures which created a 
breach in the wall of Sunday blue laws, 
even tho it might be considered in direct 
opposition to the park business, should 
be encouraged. 

W. St. C. Jones, of the William Berry 
Company, presented a paper on Shall 
the Amusement Park Management Direct 
and Control the Design, Arrangement 
and Operation of the Smaller Units?, in 
which he took the affirmative stand, 
arguing that the park as a unit could 
be most effective only if its component 
parts were in complete harmony and 
design.

Insurance as It Is Written Today, by 
George Lauerman, Lauerman § Bros.;

as toastmaster in the absence of Hor.- 
orable Andrew A. Casassa. An excellenv 
entertainment program of four acts was 
presented, following which were talks 
by Honorable J. M. Connelly, lieutenant- 
governor of Rhode Island; Richard B. 
Watrous, president of the Providence 
Chamber of Commerce; Major P. F. 
Healy, of the Massachusetts Commission 
of Public Safety, and Norman S§, Alex- 
ander, president of the National Asso- 
ciation of Amusement Parks. : 
The Thursday session was devoted en- 
tirely to executive business. It was re- 
vealed that the NEAMA now boasts 114 
active members, of which 18 are new.

showing the workings of the deadly 
fangs, while the other cabinets wil! 
display the various measures devised by 
man to combat the poisons. 

There will be on display, in addition, 
skeletons of the rattlesnake, the cobra 
and other poisonous reptiles, and ex- 
hibit serums and devices collected from 
all over the world to combat the venom. 

In anticipation of the transfer of the 
reptiles to their new home, Dr. Mann 
has had grown various plants which will 
be used to form a background foF the 
reptile exhibits. Among the different 
frogs, turtles and lizards to occupy the 
new house is one alligator-snapping 
turtle weighing 97 pounds, said to be 
the largest of the species in any Ameri- 
can zoo. 

The snakes, now confined in the lion 
house, upon their removal to their new 
home will make place for several ex- 
hibits not heretofore exposed to public 
view. These include the genet, a type 
of civet cat found in East Africa, and 
the bamboo rat. The latter, a very rare 
specimen and the only one in America, 
was captured by the Kelly-Roosevelt ex- 
pedition to French Indo-China. A spe- 
cially designed place in the new reptile 
house has been provided for occupancy 
by the zoo’s python.

They are offering many 
stellar attractions for their patrons. 
They also own and operate the Blue 
Moon Rink at Mahomet, Il. 


THERE ARE two hockey teams oper- 
ating now in W. J. Butler’s Manhattan 
Roller Rink at Allentown, Pa.—the 
White Top Skating Club, which out of 
17 games this season has dropped but 
four, and the Manhatters, which have 
just started and have not met any out- 
side competition as yet. “I find that 
hockey boosts my receipts considerably,” 
writes Butler. “Having hockey teams 
provides incentive for large congrega- 
tions to accompany their team to my 
rink for games which are played here. 
I try to do everything possibie to boost 
the skate club, which is now going 
strong, and thru it have secured a lot of 
new skaters. The club has put on one 
benefit skating party so far and intends 
having another in the near future. The 
proceeds are used for the purchasing of 
the hockey outfits. I would advise all 
rink managers to sponsor one or more 
such clubs.” 


WILLIAM STOKEY, vice-president of 
the Golden Wing Skating Club, started 
the second of the series of intercity 
championship team races at West Farms 
Roller Rink, Bronx, New York City. The 
team of Henry Kramer and Joe Mancuso 
led the field, easily holding it until the 
end of the fourth mile. Then a bad 
spill sustained by Kramer, the New 
Rochelle flash, who broke a wheel, lost 
the position and he had to leave the 
track for repairs. His partner, the game 
little Italian lad, was the hero of the 
race. Tom Elliot and Big Frank Stra- 
kowsky skated in good form, but due to 
bad pickups were penalized and finished 
in fourth position, the rest of the field 
being lapped several times with the ex- 
ception of Sugrue and Rauch and 
Gerardin and Bussing. Track Masters 
Eddie Brown and Jerry Englholm were 
so enthused over the heroic skating of 
Mancuso and Sugrue that they were 
finally seen shaking hands over a wager 
as to the ultimate winners of the cham- 
pionship of the series. 


PAUL F. NIEMEYER sends the follow- 
ing news from the Charles-Mt. Royal 
Skating Palace at Baltimore, Md.: “Busi- 
ness here at the rink has been going on 
as usual, with good crowds every night. 
On Friday night, February 13, there was 
run off here at the rink a half-mile 
steeplechase horse race on skates. There 


were four hurdles to each lap and four 
entries took part, including Barney 
Google, who had to be shot for breaking 
a leg.

In 1887-'88-’89 Sharp 
held the speed championship of Wis- 
consin. During his racing career he has 
raced against the best skaters in America 
and has always given splendid results, 
winning many of his contests against 
the world’s champs. In 1889 Sharp 
opened his first rink at Neenah, Wis. 
Since that time has operated rinks in 
the larger cities in Wisconsin, and for 
several years the Armory at Appleton, 
which is operating now. Sharp has 
always conducted a clean place and has 
the respect of all the citizens, which 
made him successful. He has been a 
great friend to the professional exhibi- 
tion skaters, also having played at his 
many rinks all the top-notch professional 
skaters and aided them to book with 
other rinks near him. If the game ever 
had a real booster it is Sharp. He is 
ably assisted with his rinks by his 
son, Percy, who is a crack speed skater 
on both rollers and ice and has won 
many races. He also is on the crack 
hockey team of Appleton. 


THE BUILDING housing the Play- 
dium, new roller rink in Chicago, which 
Made a most auspicious start February 
21, when about 1,800 skating fans 
turned out, has been completely reno- 
vated and redecorated and presents a 
beautiful appearance. Eddie Gilmartin 
will broadcast the rink’s program nightly 
over WCFL. Joe Kayser will personally 
conduct his 10-piece orchestra, playing 
in conjunction with organ. Many spe- 
cial features are being planned. Roller 
hockey is one of them. There also is 
to be speed skating by both amateurs 
and professionals on certain nights. An 
idea of the rink’s policy may be gained 
from the announcements made in the 
initial issue of The Playdium News. 
Among the events programed are: March 
3, class night and pawn-shop party: 
March 5, derby night, amateur skaters; 
March 7, circus for the kiddies in the 
afternoon. and hockey game in the eve- 
ning; March 8, graceful skating contest; 
March 12, derby night for professionals; 
March 17, St. Patrick’s party. 


J. WESLEY HAMER, secretary-treas- 
urer U. S. Roller Skating Association 
and secretary and general manager of 
Ridgewood Grove, Ridgewood, New York 
City, now has his say: “In your issue 


of February 21 you published a lengthy 
article from E. M. Mooar discussing the 
incident of Joe West, a _ professional 
roller skater from Cleveland, O., being 
barred from races around New York, the 
first at Fordham Rink February 3. 
Mooar is not a member of the United 
States Roller Skating Association so far 
as I Know, and certainly he was not 
present at the meeting of the association 
at which the Joe West incident was dis- 
cussed and acted on by rink managers. 
This action was after the meeting had 
adjourned and the decision against West 
Was that of rink managers. Mooar 
speaks without authority and on hearsay 
evidence. It is not my purpose to pre- 
sent here the details of the Joe West 
case, suffice it to say the decision was 
unanimous with the rink owners. I 
doubt if the details of the case would 
interest your readers. However, there 
is another side to the story than that 
presented by Mooar, who speaks without 
the authority of the rink owners, and 
this side will be held in abeyance until 
such time as the rink owners deem it 
necessary to publish it.”

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N OUTDOOR showman mailed to this 
A writer a movie house ad he stated he 

had clipped from a New Orleans news- 
paper, and commented thus: “Then they 
talk akout censors. That advertising to 
my mind is entirely too strong If a 
carnival did it there doubtless would be 
hell to pay.” Following are some ex- 
cerpts: “SEX motion picture SEX.” 
“Boldest sex exposure ever in this city.” 
“Also two special art features.” “Leaving 
nothing to be imagined.” “Positively no 
one admitted under 16 years.” 


CCORDING to a “clipping” from a 

Sarasota (Fla.) newspaper, a special 

State license collector, bearing 
“commission of recent date”, had “over- 
taken” a comparatively small carnival 
exhibiting in that city and was exacting 
the fees claimed. “State and county taxes 
on the show called for licenses amount- 
ing to $850 for the six nights of sched- 
uled operation. This was figured at the 
rate of $45 each per night for the shows 
with seats and $7.75 each for side shows 
where customers merely see some billed 
wonder of the world,” the clipping stated 
—the last several words surely bordering 
on sarcasm. It also stated: “Besides the 
State and county taxes asked, the city 
receives $25 a night for the carnival, an 
additional $150 required for the one- 
week stand.” At such figuring, the carni. 
val would be forced to pay the enormous 
sum of $1,000 merely for the privilege 
of showing there for ONE WEEK. 


If that amount were collected as 
licenses and the (about) 150 people with 
the carnival spent an average of $3 each’ 
daily with local merchants—meals, lodg- 
ings, groceries; at barber shops, drug 
stores, hardware stores, clothing stores, 
dry goods stores; with gasoline and oil 
companies, and many other institutions, 
also the carnival management pay for 
its many and costly needs of operation— 
well, it surely would be a remunerative 
week for Sarasota and the county and 
State. About four such weeks probably 
would produce more revenue (especially 
among the local merchants) than all the 
motion picture houses in the city during 
an entire year—motion picture actors are 
only there in pictures, except now and 
then a “star” for exploitation purposes. 


A sentence in the clipping attracted 
special attention. It read thus, after 
mentioning the special State collector 
“overtaking” the carnival at Sarasota: 
“| . and promises to make life miser- 
able for side-show operators everywhere 
in the State.” Surely one could take 
such a “promise” from a State license 
collector (special or regular) as meaning 
that he intended to make “life miser- 
able” for ALL side-show operators in 
Florida; if that were the intention, it 
would doubtless not be in keeping with 
the State or national laws—the “making 
miserable” would include the operators 
of side shows (both circuses and carni- 
vals) who meet all State, county and 
city license requirements, and whose 
attractions include some of the same 
kind of “some billed wonder of the 
world” as some to be seen with the 
carnival in question. Possibly the news 
paper writer sort of misunderstood the 
license collector regarding “life miserable 
for all side-show operators in the State.”

CMOA Holds Very 
Successful Meet 


CLEVELAND, Feb. 28.—The Coin Ma- 
chine Operators’ Association of America, 
which has merged with the National 
Vending Machine Operators’ Association 
to form the Automatic Merchandisers’ 
Association, held a very successful meet- 
ing here at the Winton Hotel, its third 
annual convention, the first three days 
of this week. 

Ninety exhibitors had displays at the 
convention and approximately 2,000 peo- 
ple were on hand to see one of the most 


~complete and interesting exhibitions of 


the kind in the history of the industry. 
Exhibitors reported an unexpectedly 
large amount of business and expressed 
decidedly optimistic views as to the fu- 
ture. 

An outstanding feature of the business 
Sessions was the address of President 
David S. Bond, who urged the continued 
development of the plans and policies 
formulated at the 1930 meeting. The 
highlights of his address were designated 
in a summarization of the recommenda- 
tions he had made in his talk, shortly 
befcre its conclusion, as follows: 

“The present policy of this associa- 
tion with regard to trade publications 
be continued in force. 

“The extension of credit is vital to the 
expansion and growth of the industry. 

“The jobber has a definite status in 
the industry and should be encouraged. 

“Manufacturers should give careful at- 
tention to the testing of machines be- 
fore releasing them to the trade. 

“Operators should be extended pro- 
tection against being sold out of loca- 
tions and oversaturation of their terri- 
tories. 

“Manufacturers have a definite re- 
sponsibility toward the operator to help 
him succeed.” 

John §. King, past president of the 
Cleveland Advertising Club, in address- 
ing the convention on “Advertising the 
Coin Machine Industry”, gave the mem- 
bers a graphic illustration of the value 
of advertising, and emphasized the im- 
portance of the right mediums in the 
right way. A complete report of King’s 
talk will probably appear in a later 
issue of The Billboard. 

The amalgamation of the two vending 
machine men’s organizations is the re- 
sult of negotiations covering several 
months, and it is believed that a closer 
co-ordination of interests will result 
from the merger. The new body per- 
mits the admission of foreign members.

present, the association opened its two 
days’ session Friday. Unusual enthusiasm 
prevailed and the general note was that 
despite the drought and business de- 
pression that these are more mental 
than physical drawbacks in most cases, 
and that even tho they have hurt the 
entire fabric of business to a considerable 
extent, that the fairs must go on bigger 
and better than ever this fall. 

Speakers brought out the fact that 
agriculture is the salvation of the coun- 
try in times of depression, and that the 
back-to-the-farm movement will be given 
added impetus, due to the recent reces- 
sion of business. With more intensive 
and diversified agriculture along scien- 
tific lines, the fairs of the country will 
be the means of adding essential stimu- 
lus, hence their manifest need in a time 
like the present, 4 

Donaldsonville was determined upon 
for the 1932 convention city. 

All early sessions were presided over in 
his own intmitable style by the so-called 
in humorous vein “the permanent presi. 
dent”, Harry D. Wilson, State commis- 
sioner of agriculture and immigration. 


Dates for fairs were set as follows:

his Lest abounding in good humor and 
with a new supply of stories for the 
meeting of every situation. The entire 
convention delegation gave Mr. Wilson a 
hearty sendoff, urging in a number of 
speeches from the floor that the next 
governor of Louisiana should be a man 
who is in close touch with agriculture 
and that no man in Louisiana is so 
closely in touch with this vital industry 
as is Harry D. Wilson, to whom nearly 
every farmer of the State is known, in a 
majority of cases personally by the com- 
missioner. 

By resolution the association joined 
with Commissioner Wilson in urging the 
retention of Red Cross aid in the 
Ccrought area of Louisiana until no doubt 
shall exist as to the ability of local 
agencies to cope with the needs. 

The culminating event was the ban- 
quet at Hotel Monroe Friday night, when 
75 participated in the festivities, with 
Wilson at his best as toastmaster. At 
the banquet a resolution was adopted 
urging the governor, the members of 
the board of liquidation and members 
of the State sanitary board to “take im- 
mediate steps to’ begin the eradication 
of tick infestation in the State”. Talks 
were made by Commissioner of Streets and 
Parks Will Atkinson, Mayor C. C. Bell of 
West Monroe; Fred Williamson, manag- 
ing editor of The World-News-Star; F.

handles the bookings. 


Highest paid and most popular of 
the radio artists is Bradley Kincaid, the 
mountain boy, featured every Saturday 
night on the WLS national barn dance 
program and at the present time also 
Spending several days a week broadcast- 
ing from Station WLW, Cincinnati. 
Brad, who commands a salary of $1,500 
a week, has played about all the RKO 
and Balaban & Katz houses in the 
Midwest and is in constant demand. 
East and Dumke also have proved im- 
mensely popular. Their stage salary is 
Said to be $1,200 a week. Incidentally, 
there is a wide rnargin between station 
Salaries and stage salaries.

upon millions of dollars of buying power 
into circulation every year. 

The Billboard, it goes without saying, 
pledges itself to the complete support of 
the circus, the carnival, fair, amusement 
park and other fields. It recognizes the 
outdoor amusement business, and the 
good people in it, as its most loyal friend. 
It will show its appreciation for this un- 
selfish loyalty by leading the way in bet- 
tering conditions for the outdoor people; 
it will fight to the last ditch all oppres- 
sive and unfair legislation against them; 
it will stand their battle against any un- 
fair opposition. 

In order to effectively accomplish this 
and at the same time prove its sincerity 
of purpose, The Billboard has eliminated 
from its columns all motion picture news 
and service features. It retains but two 
pages of feature picture reviews with 
which to serve, without bias or entan- 
gling alliances, its many exhibitor read- 
ers and friends. 


Let it be understood that The Bill- 
board has no ax to grind. It will not 
fight for the sake of fighting. It will 
not color or distort news to fit a pur- 
pose. It will be fair and truthful. It 
recognizes the motion picture industry 
‘as a great, permanent and legitimate 
enterprise. It respects and admires it. 

The publishers of this paper have con- 
cluded, however, that it is absolutely im- 
possible for any one publication to 
honestly serve both the film interests 
and the “flesh”. Conditions are such 
that any publication must be definitely 
one or the other. 

The Billboard prefers to be “flesh”. By 
making such a choice it retains its full 
and complete independence and can con- 
tinue to function as a legitimate pub- 
lication countenancing no favors. It re- 
fuses to become the mouthpiece of any 
interest or group; it refuses to sell its 
leditoria] support or its news columns on 
the promise of advertising return. Its 
space always has been sold solely on 
merit. It will continue to be sold on 
that basis and that basis alone. 


Finally, the decision to become 100 
per cent “flesh” is in recognition of the 
fact that “film” and “flesh” are separate 
and distinct fields which cannot be 
served honestly as one. To become 
“film” might mean great immediate 
penefits, but it would entail the sacri- 
fice of an ideal that has been the pride 
of this publication and its supporters 
since its existence.
